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Yodr  Committee  rejoice  in  being  per- 
mitted to  meet  you  once  again,  under  cir- 
cumstances full  of  encouragement. 

The  issues  from  the  depot  under  the 
charge  of  M.  De  Pressense,  the  Society's 
Agent  in  Paris,  have  amounted  to  121,412 
copies.  Of  these,  73,124  have  been  distri- 
buted through  the  medium  of  58  colpor- 
teurs, and  have  been  spread  over  52  de- 
partments of  France.  Through  other 
channels,  32,102  copies  have  found  their 
way  into  the  hands  of  the  people  of  France. 
The  remainder  of  his  issues  has  consisted 
of  supplies  forwarded  to  other  countries. 
M.  De  Pressense  remarks : — 
"  The  greatest  part  of  your  issues  are 
made  so  as  to  insure  the  most  complete  suc- 
cess, inasmuch  as  the  Scriptures  circulated 
by  these  men  are  never  given  away,  but  sold 
at  a  gradually  rising  price,  which  tends  to 
give  an  additional  value  to  the  sacred  book  in 
the  eye  of  those  who  obtain  it  in  this  way. 
Although  this  remark  is  by  no  means  new,  I 
cannot  help  repeating  it,  lor  the  purpose  of 
setting  before  you  the  immense  good  which  is 
already  resulting  from  the  labours  of  the  col- 
porteurs employed  by  your  Society." 

An  application  has  been  received  from 
the  French  and  Foreign  Bible  Society; 
and  has  been  cheerfully  responded  to,  by  a 
grant  of  500 A,  to  enable  it  to  meet  the 
increasing  demands  for  the  Scriptures  in  a 
great  variety  of  channels. 

During  the  past  year  this  Society  has 
issued,  on  its  own  account,  5369  Bibles 
and  32,170  Testaments. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Cordes,  possessing  oppor- 
tunities of  placing  copies  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament in  the  numerous  inns  and  the  cele- 
brated hospital  of  the  city  of  Lyons,  450 
copies  have  been  placed  at  his  disposal. 

Dr.  Pinkerton  writes  : — 

"  Our  issues  during  the  past  year  have  been 
larger  than  those  of  the  preceding  year.  They 
amount  to  48,350  Bibles  or  Testaments. 

"  The  net  amount  of  proceeds  is  fl.  16,659, 
or  1388Z.  This  is  the  largest  income  we  have 
ever  had,  and  exceeds  the  receipts  of  last  year 
by  482/.  105. 

"  In  some  distant  parts  of  our  extensive  field, 
an  extraordinary  desire  for  the  Divine  word 
has  been  awakened;  a  mournful  deficiency 
of  it  has  been  detected.  Many  thousands  of 
copies  have  already  been  provided  to  meet 
these  wants,,  while  means  have  been  devised 
to  afford  a  still  greater  supply  ....  Never 
was  there  a  period  at  which  the  labours  of 
Bible  Societies  could  be  said  to  be  more  ur- 
gently called  for  than  the  present." 

57,728  copies,  in  German,  Hungarian, 


Russian,  and  Bohemian,  have  been  printed 
or  purchased  for  the  depot  at  Frankfort. 

At  Munster,  arrangements  were  made, 
on  Dr.  Pinkerton,s  visit  to  that  place,  for 
communicating  with  a  large  body  of  the 
Clergy ;  and  he  has  subsequently  heard,  that, 
among  them,  1200  copies  have  been  issued. 
At  Osnaburgh,  friends  agreed  to  make 
trial  of  employing  colporteurs,  and  have  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  400  Testaments.  The 
Hanover  Society  requested  a  fresh  supply 
of  1000  Testaments;  and  friends  at  Bruns- 
wick received  150  Testaments. 

Of  Magdeburg,  your  Agent  writes : — 

"  They  have  recently  made  known  from 
every  pulpit  (from  400  to  500),  that  every  poor 
family  or  individual,  who  wishes,  may  obtain 
Bibles  from  their  Society  at  ten  silver  groschen 
per  copy,  or  one-third  of  the  cost  price  ;  and 
that  they  expect  considerable  good  will  arise 
from  this  measure." 

In  Cass  el,  a  grant  was  made  at  the 
time  of  your  Agent's  visit ;  and  further 
grants  have  been  forwarded  since ; — in  all, 
900  Bibles  and  1000  Testaments. 

In  St.  Gall,  Mr.  Mieville  has  been  sup- 
plied with  250  Bibles  and  300  Testaments. 
Proceeding  onwards  to  Coire,  Dr.  P.  found 
Professor  Schircks  full  of  activity,  and  su- 
perintending various  depots,  whence  consi- 
derable issues  of  the  Italian  Scriptures 
are  continually  taking  '  place.  A  large 
number  of  the  Enghadine  Testament  have 
been  issued  by  this  gentleman.  Zurich 
was  next  visited ;  and  then  Dr.  Pinkerton 
arrived  at  Schwytz,  where  he  was  taken 
alarmingly  ill ;  and,  after  being  detained  for 
several  weeks,  was  obliged  to  return  home. 

One  large  distributor,  who  corresponds 
with  Dr.  Pinkerton,  writes : — 

"The  exceeding  strong  desire  for  Bibles,  with 
which   I  am  assailed,  may  be  accounted  for; 
and  I  feel  convinced,  that,  if  I  had  them,  50,000 
would  be  disposed  of  in  a  couple  of  months. 
*  *  *  * 

"  I  am  half  prepared  for  a  reproof.  It  was 
altogether  impossible  for  me  to  withstand  any 
longer  the  repeated  and  earnest  applications 
made  to  me  for  copies  ;  and  therefore  I  ven- 
tured to  hope  that  you  would  sanction  my 
overstepping  the  limits  of  your  last  instruc- 
tions, and  would  permit  me,  instead  of  500  co- 
pies only,  to  purchase  1000." 

The  Evangelical  Society  of  Berne  has 
received  250  Bibles  and  850  Testaments, 
and  has  remitted  nearly  130/. 

The  London  Society  for  Promoting  Chris- 
tianity among  the  Jews  has  requested 
2500  copies  of  the  Scriptures  in  German 
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and  Hebrew,  for  distribution  by  its  Mis- 
sionaries on  the  Continent. 

The  Basle  Bible  Society  has  transmitted 
its  Report ;  from  which  it  appears  that 
during  the  last  year  it  had  issued  1776 
Bibles  and  2832  Testaments. 

To  the  Basle  Missionary  Society,  200 
copies  in  Hebrew,  Greek,  and  English  have 
been  supplied. 

Belgium. — The  following  is  a  general 
summary  of  the  proceedings  of  your  Agent, 
Mr.  Tiddy,  in  Belgium,  during  the  past 
year.     Mr.  Tiddy  writes  : — 

"  The  amount  of  our  distributions  for  the 
last  year  has  been  as  follows : —

"  The  total  issued  from  the  Depot,  to  1839, 
were,  6298  Bibles,  51,282  Testaments,  114

"  I  have  received  for  sales  this  year,  14,989  fr. ; 
making,  with  the  amount  received  to  March 
1838,   33,486  fr." 

Mr.  Tiddy  has  been  supplied  with  4300 
Bibles  and  Testaments  from  Paris ;  and 
there  have  been  printed  in  Brussels,  during 
the  past  year — 

5,000  Flemish  Bibles,  8vo. 
10,000  Ditto  Testaments,  32mo. 

5,000  French  Bibles,  8vo. 
20,000  Ditto  Testaments,  12mo. 

Your  Committee  cannot  review  the  la- 
bours of  Mr.  Tiddy,  and  his  humble  colpor- 
teurs, without  admiring  gratitude  to  Him 
who  has  given  them  courage  to  endure 
many  trials,  and  who  has  inclined  many  to 
receive  the  volume  offered  to  them.  They 
do  rejoice  in  the  thought  of  the  num- 
bers now  possessing,  and  now,  they  further 
trust,  reading,  the  Holy  Scriptures  in 
Belgium.  May  He  give  the  increase,  with- 
out whose  grace  a  Paul  may  plant,  and  an 
A  polios  water  in  vain. 

Russia. — The  friends  at  St.  Peters- 
burgh,  who  kindly  unite  as  an  agency  in 
behalf  of  the  Society,  have  issued,  during 
the  past  year,  7220  copies. 

These  friends  are  besides  engaged  in 
conducting  inquiries,  upon  a  very  large  scale, 
as  to  the  destitution  of  the  Scriptures  in 
various  parts  of  the  Russian  Empire  ;  and 
measures  are  further  in  progress  for  ac- 
complishing large  distributions,  and  more 
particularly  in  Finland.  These  inquiries 
and  offers  of  supply  are  very  favourably  re- 
garded by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authorities  in 
Finland  ;  and  while  in  some  cases  the  dis- 
tribution will  be  gratuitous,  the  sale  of  the 


copies  will  be  promoted  as  much  as  possible. 

It  appears  that  between  70,000  and 
80,000  copies  of  the  New  Testament  will 
be  wanted,  if  means  can  be  found  to  pro- 
vide them.  The  subject  has  undergone  the 
fullest  consideration  ;  and  so  many  favour- 
able circumstances  concurring,  seemed  to 
leave  your  Committee  no  choice ;  and  they 
have  most  willingly  engaged,  on  behalf  of 
the  Society,  to  provide  for  the  printing  of 
25,000  copies. 

Sweden.  —  The  Agency  at  Stockholm 
writes : — 

"  During  the  year  1838,  an  edition  of  5000 
Bibles  in  Finnish,  and  one  of  5000  New  Tes- 
taments in  the  same  language,  have  been  com- 
pleted ;  but  no  new  editions  of  Swedish  Bibles 
or  Testaments  have  been  required.  2500 
Swedish  Bibles,  printed  on  better  paper  than 
formerly,  and  with  English  ink,  are  nearly 
completed  ;  and  we  have  a  supply  of  the  same 
paper  for  2500  more. 

"  3540  Bibles  and  9343  New  Testaments 
have  been  issued  during  the  year ;  in  all, 
12,883  copies  in  Swedish  and  Finnish.  This 
amount,  added  to  the  former  issues  since  the 
formation  of  your  Agency,  makes  a  total  of 
25,320  Bibles  and  78,394  New  Testaments,  or, 
together,  104,214  copies.  We  have  now  in 
hand  12,076  copies  of  all  kinds. 

*  *  *  * 

"  During  the  period  the  Agency  has  existed — 
six  years — upwards  of  100,000  copies  of  the 
Divine  word  have  passed  into  circulation  ;  and 
been  put  into  the  hands  of  multitudes,  who 
would,  in  all  probability,  but  for  this  arrange- 
ment of  your  Society,  have  remained  destitute 
of  that  blessed  book  for  their  whole  life." 

Standing  types  have  been  ordered  for  an 
edition  of  the  New  Testament. 

The  pecuniary  receipts  of  the  Agency 
have  been  larger  than  in  any  former  year. 

The  Swedish  Bible  Society  has  issued 
during  the  year  20.689  copies;  and  since 
its  establishment,  460,434. 

The  Gothenburg  Bible  Society  has  re- 
cently requested  a  grant  of  300  Bibles  and 
1000  Testaments. 

The  Westeras  Bible  Society  has  re- 
ceived further  supplies  from  the  Agency  at 
Stockholm. 

'  Finland. — The  Society  of  Was  a  has 
lately  applied  for  100  Bibles,  and  500  Tes- 
taments, in  the  Finnish  language ;  and  that 
at  Borgo,  for  300  Swedish  Testaments. 

Norway. — The  Agency  of  Christiania 
has  issued  80  Bibles,  and  282  Testaments. 

The  friends  at  Bergen,  220  Bibles,  and 
210  Testaments. 

The  Agency  at  Christiansand,  151 
Bibles,  and  226  Testaments. 

At  Drontheim,  291  copies  have  been 
sold ;  and  depots  have  been  opened,  to 
which  851  copies  have  been  forwarded. 

At  Stavanger,  the  Agency  has  disposed 
of  170  Bibles,  and  915  Testaments. 

To  Pastor  Flood,  a  grant  of  100  Testa- 
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ments  has  been  made  ;  and  200  more  have 
been  placed  at  his  disposal,  for  sale. 

The  issues  by  Mr.  Rbntgen,  of  Chris- 
tiansfeld,  during  the  year,  have  exceeded 
700  copies. 

Prussia.— The  Society's  valuable  cor- 
respondent, Mr.  Eisner,  of  Berlin,  has  ap- 
plied for  7350  copies  in  the  German, 
Polish,  Wendish,  Bohemian,  and  Finnish 
languages. 

Your  Committee  have,  on  the  same 
terms  as  before,  contributed  to  the  purchase 
of  24,000  Testaments  for  the  Prussian 
troops.  The  whole  distribution  now  exceeds 
130,000  copies. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stockfeld,  Missionary  to  the 
Jews  from  the  London  Jews'  Society,  at  Neu- 
wied,  has  received  considerable  supplies. 

Spain. — Very  shortly  after  the  last  An- 
niversary, circumstances  occurred  which 
obliged  the  Committee  to  withdraw  their 
two  zealous  and  indefatigable  friends  from 
Spain.  One  of  them,  however,  has  returned 
thither ;  and  has  succeeded  in  lately  sell- 
ing upwards  of  a  thousand  copies  of  the 
New  Testament,  and  has  also  met  with  a 
considerable  demand  for  entire  Bibles. 

Malta.  —  To  the  Society's  depot  at 
Malta  there  have  been  forwarded  supplies 
in  the  following  languages:— Hebrew,  Ita- 
lian, Gaelic,  and  English — in  all,1468  copies. 
Your  Committee  have  been  rejoiced  to 
receive,  from  the  Rev.  H.  D.  Leeves,  the 
following  gratifying  account  of  the  issues 
of  the  Scriptures  from  the  depot  at  Athens 
during  the  year  1838  : — 

"  In  that  period  our  work  has  gone  on  pro- 
sperously ;  and  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  report- 
ing an  increased  amount  of  issues  over  the  year 
1837,  when  the  number  of  copies  was  under 
15,000.  On  the  present  occasion,  they  almost 
reach  18,000;  of  which,  16,143  volumes  were  in 
the  Greek  language  ;  and,  with  few  exceptions, 
have  been  circulated  in  the  kingdom  of  Greece." 
There  have  been  provided  for  circulation 
in  Greece,  editions  of  the  Pentateuch  and 
Psalms  in  Modern  Greek;  and  400  reams 
of  paper  have  been  sent,  for  printing  an 
edition  of  10,000  Modern  Greek  Testa- 
ments. And  there  have  been  forwarded  to 
Athens  3000  Ancient  and  Modern  Greek 
Testaments,  5000  parts  of  the  Old  Test., 
and  450  New  Testaments  in  Modern  Greek. 
Mr.  Barker's  salary  is  now  settled  at 
20  0£.  per  annum.  The  reduction  has  been 
made  on  the  admitted  ground,  that,  owing 
to  a  variety  of  circumstances,  there  is  not 
occupation  for  the  full  time  of  an  Agent  at 
Smyrna.     Mr.  B.  writes — . 

"  No  yearly  accounts,  to  my  recollection,  can 
show  a  greater  number  of  Scriptures  disposed 
of,  nor  a  larger  sum  of  money  realized,  than 
those  of  the  past  year.  The  issues  amount  to 
a  total  of  8247  copies.  In  the  course  of  the 
same  year  the  Society  has  received  no  less  than 
739J.  4s.  2d.,  with  the  exception  of  a  balance  in 
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myhandsof42Z.lls.10rf. ;  a  sum  far  greater  than 
was  ever  before  received  from  these  parts,  in 
the  space  of  a  single  year,  for  Scriptures  sold." 

There  have  been  forwarded  to  the  depot 
at  Smyrna  only  small  supplies,  though  the 
distribution  of  former  supplies  has  been  un- 
usually great.  During  the  year,  Mr.  Barker 
has  made  one  journey  to  Wallachia,  with  a 
view  to  distribute  the  Wallachian  New  Tes- 
tament, the  completion  of  which  was  an- 
nounced in  the  last  Report.  1000  copies 
have  been  taken  to  be  used  in  the  various 
Lancasterian  Schools ;  and  it  is  expected 
that  still  larger  supplies  will  be  required. 

500  Bibles  and  1000  New  Testaments, 
in  the  German  language,  have  been  cheer- 
fully granted  for  South  Russia,  on  the  sug 
gestion  of  Mr.  Barker. 

The  printing  of  an  edition  of  the  Bulga- 
rian New  Testament  has  commenced. 

On  another  communication  from  Odessa, 
Mr.  Barker  remarks : — 

"  The  openings  for  the  circulation  of  the 
Scriptures  among  the  Germans  in  South  Rus- 
sia announce  themselves  with  most  favourable 
auspices ;  and  it  only  rests  with  the  Society  to 
cultivate  such  an  extensive  field  of  operations, 
by  a  generous  and  timely  aid  of  the  Scriptures." 

Your  Committee,  viewing  these  openings 
with  delight,  have  granted  1000  Bibles,  and 
5000  New  Testaments. 

Calcutta. — The  engagement  made  with 
the  Rev.  Mr.  (now  Dr.)  Heeberlin,  to  pro- 
ceed as  the  Society's  Agent  to  Calcutta, 
was  noticed  in  the  last  Report.  With  a 
view  to  recruit  his  health,  Dr.  Hseberlin  re- 
paired for  a  few  months  to  his  native  coun- 
try, and  it  was  in  contemplation  for  him  to 
proceed  to  India  in  the  course  of  the  last 
autumn :  by  the  advice,  however,  of  two 
eminent  physicians,  he  has  remained  to  the 
present  time  in  this  country,  with  a  view 
to  the  entire  re- establishment  of  his  health  : 
but  he  will  now  very  shortly  leave ;  and 
proceed  first  to  the  Continent,  to  have  the 
benefit  of  the  baths  for  a  month  at  Rip- 
poltsan.  He  will  then  go  overland  to  Bom- 
bay ;  and  after  having  conferred  with  the 
Society's  friends  in  that  Presidency,  will 
cross  the  Peninsula,  and  visit  Madras  for  a 
similar  purpose. 

Anxious  to  turn  his  prolonged  residence 
in  England  to  good  account,  Dr.  Hseberlin 
addressed  a  Letter  to  your  Committee, 
pointing  out  the  desirableness  of  printing 
an  edition  of  Archdeacon  Robinson's  Penta- 
teuch, and  an  edition  of  the  Bengalee  New 
Testament,  with  the  English  in  opposite 
pages,  the  Bengalee  being  in  the  Roman 
type.  Of  both  these  works  Dr.  Heeberlin 
is  the  editor.  The  great  importance  of  the 
last-named  measure  was  brought  under  their 
notice,  not  only  by  Dr.  Hreberlin,  but  also 
by  C.  E.  Trevelyan,  Esq.,  formerly  an  active 
Member  of  the  Calcutta  Auxiliary  Bible 
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Society.     This  Letter,  together  with  Dr. 
Hseberlin's,    and    another   communication 
from  India,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 
The  following  supplies  will  be  forwarded 
to  Calcutta : 
16,300  English  Bibles  and  Testaments. 
3,000  Persian  Pentateuchs. 
5,000  Bengalee  and  English  N.  Tests. 
Prom  the  Calcutta  Auxiliary  Society  no 
printed  report  has  as  yet  been  received. 

Madras. —Shortly  after  the  last  Anni- 
versary, your  Committee  proceeded  to  give 
further  consideration  to  the  truly  important 
plan  that  had  been  brought  under  their 
notice,  for  a  very  extensive  distribution  of 
integral  portions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  districts  where 
the  Tamil  language  is  spoken.  The  mea- 
sure, it  is  calculated,  will  occupy,  in  its 
completion,  a  period  of  about  three  years, 
and  involve  an  expenditure  of  5000/.  per 
annum.  Your  Committee  have  deemed  it 
right  to  pledge  the  assistance  of  the  Society 
for  the  first  year. 

1000  reams  of  paper  have  lately  been 
forwarded  to  Madras. 

Another  important  measure,  which  was 
suggested  by  your  Committee  in  1837  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Madras  Auxiliary,  is 
also  in  progress ;  and  Christian  communi- 
cants will  be  furnished,  at  a  very  trivial 
cost,  with  a  copy  of  the  entire  New  Testa- 
ment in  their  native  tongue. 

The  issues  of  the  Madras  Auxiliary  for 
the  year  have  been  50,372;  more  than 
twice  as  many  as  were  ever  distributed  in 
any  of  the  previous  sixteen  years. 

The  calls  upon  the  funds  of  the  Madras 
Auxiliary  being  unusually  large,  an  appeal 
has  been  put  forth  at  Madras,  containing, 
among  other  matters,  the  following  very 
striking  statements : — 

"The  people  are  prepared  to  receive  the  word 
of  God,  and  are  disposed  to  hear  it. 

"  Men  of  talent  and  learning  are  found  ready 
to  afford  their  aid  in  forming  acceptable  versions. 
"  Agents  are  not  wanting  to  distribute  widely 
and  judiciously. 

"  Missionaries  are  rising  up  on  every  side,  to 
explain  the  written  word,  and  enforce  it  on  the 
conscience. 

"  Nothing  is  now  required  but  a  simultaneous 
effort  on  the  part  of  those  who  possess  the  silver 
and  the  gold. 

*  *  *  * 

"In  the  name  of  Him,  therefore,  who  is  de- 
scribed as  the  Light  of  the  world,  it  is  respect- 
fully urged  upon  every  one,  in  this  emergency, 
to  contribute  to  this  end  a  more  than  ordinary 
share  of  the  funds  which  he  may  devote  to  the 
promotion  of  Christianity,  and  to  recommend 
a  similar  course  to  his  friends." 

Bombay. — The  Report  of  the  Bombay 
Auxiliary  is  not  yet  arrived ;  and  your  Com- 
mittee have  only  to  notice,  that  they  have 
cheerfully  met  an  application  for  200  Bibles 
and  400  Testaments  in  English.    200  reams 


of  paper  have  also  been  requested,  and  for- 
warded ;  together  with  200  Hebrew  Tests. 
Colombo. — A  small  grant  of  English 
Bibles  and  Testaments  has  been  made  to 
the  Auxiliary  at  Colombo  ;  and  your  Com- 
mittee have  been  informed  by  the  Secretary 
that  an  edition  of  2500  Bibles  and  5000 
Testaments  in  the  Cingalese  has  advanced 
at  press  to  the  end  of  the  Psalms. 

The  Jaffna  Auxiliary  is  diligently  pur- 
suing its  course. 

The  Singapore  Auxiliary  Bible  Society 
has  remitted  100/.  as  a  free  contribution. 
From  its  First  Report,  it  appears  that  it 
has  issued  956  Bibles  and  Testaments,  and 
parts,  in  the  various  languages  employed  in 
the  wide  field  open  for  its  exertions.  This 
Society  circulates  the  Scriptures  in  twenty- 
three  different  languages. 

At  Malacca,  as  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Evans 
and  Dyer  have  informed  your  Committee, 
an  Auxiliary  Society  has  been  formed,  but 
particulars  have  not  as  yet  been  received. 
During  the  year  ending  Oct.  31,  1837, 
18,164  volumes  of  the  Scriptures,  put  up 
according  to  the  Chinese  mode,  have  been 
issued  from  the  depository  under  the  charge 
of  the  Missionaries.  A  Society  has  likewise 
been  formed  at  Penang. 

China. — With  reference  to  China,  your 
Committee  grieve  to  say  that  all  the  com- 
munications from  their  Agent,  during  the 
year,  have  been  of  a  very  unfavourable 
character ;  and  so  few  opportunities  have 
been  afforded  him  of  effecting  any  thing  at  all 
commensurate  with  the  unavoidably  great 
expense  attending  his  mission,  that  your 
Committee  have  deemed  it  right  to  recall 
him ;  or  rather,  not  to  extend  the  original 
engagement  made  with  him. 

Your  Committee  do  not,  for  one  mo- 
ment, regret  the  experiment  that  has  been 
made.  They  believe  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  to  make  it ;  and  they  are  no  less 
satisfied  that  it  is  their  duty  now  to  relin- 
quish it. 

To  the  New  South- Wales  Auxiliary 
there  have  been  forwarded  between  800 
and  900  copies  of  the  Scriptures.  This  So- 
ciety has  remitted  225/. 

The  Van  Dieman's  Land  Auxiliary  at 
Hobart  Town  has  remitted  200/.,  and  or- 
dered 740  copies  of  Bibles  and  Testaments 
in  English  and  French. 

50  Bibles  and  1 00  Testaments  have  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  Lieut-Col.  Gawler, 
proceeding  as  Governor  of  South  Australia. 
And  Mr.  C.  J.  Latrobe,  going  out  as  Govern- 
ment-Superintendant  to  the  rising  Colony 
of  Port  Philip  in  New  South- Wales,  lias  re- 
ceived 100  Bibles  and  300  Testaments. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Nott,  on  his  return  to 
Tahiti,  took  with  him  supplies  of  Tahitian 
Bibles  printed  under  his  superintendence. 
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Africa. — From  Cape  Town,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Philip  writes : — 

"  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
Letter,  informing  us  of  the  shipment  of  1000 
Bibles  and  2000  Testaments  for  South  Africa — 
11  cases.  I  know  not  how  we  should  have 
carried  on  the  work  of  God  in  this  country 
without  the  Bible  Society  ;  for  we  owe  the  most 
gratifying  fruits  of  our  labour,  and  the  hope  of 
their  extension  by  a  native  agency,  to  the  access 
our  people  have  to  the  copies  of  the  Scriptures 
furnished  us  by  your  Society." 

The  South-African  Auxiliary  Society 
has  remitted  60/.  for  copies  sold. 

The  South-African  Female  Bible  As- 
sociation has  remitted  25/.,  and  requested 
further  supplies. 

The  Directors  of  the  London  Missionary 
Society  have  solicited  300  Bibles  and  Tes- 
taments in  Dutch,  and  150  English  Testa- 
ments, for  the  use  of  the  Paarl  Mission. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hodgson  of  Cape  Town 
has  made  a  small  remittance;  and  fresh 
supplies,  consisting  in  all  of  250  copies, 
have  been  placed  at  his  disposal. 

The  Graham's  Town  Auxiliary  has  re- 
mitted 60/.,  and  ordered  supplies  of  between 
200  and  300  copies. 

A  deeply  interesting  Letter  from  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Moffat,  of  Lattakoo,  is  printed  entire 
in  the  Appendix ;  and  shows  the  progress 
making  in  the  translation  of  the  Sichuana 
Scriptures ;  and  the  happy  preparation  of 
the  people  to  receive  them.  Your  Com- 
mittee have  cheerfully  voted  250  reams  of 
paper,  for  an  edition  of  4000  copies  of  the 
Sichuana  Testament. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Latrobe  has  applied,  on 
behalf  of  the  Mission  of  the  United  Bre- 
thren at  Genadendal,  for  250  Bibles  and 
Testaments  in  English. 

The  Rev.  A.  Robson,  writing  from  Algoa 
Bay,  solicits  140  copies  in  Dutch  and  En- 
glish, on  behalf  of  the  Fingoes.    He  writes : 

"Several  of  the  children  attend  the  Day- 
school,  and  adults  the  Sabbath-school,  which 
is  held  in  the  Chapel.  They  are  very  quick 
in  perception,  and  possess  an  aptitude  to  learn  ; 
and  I  should  be  grieved,  if,  when  able  to  read 
the  sacred  scriptures,  we  should  have  neither 
Bibles  nor  Testaments  in  the  Day-school.  Se- 
veral children,  both  in  the  day  and  Sabbath- 
schools,  could  be  promoted  to  a  Bible  class, 
had  we  the  Book  of  books  for  them." 

For  the  inhabitants  of  this  part  of  Africa 
the  Scriptures  are  in  course  of  translation 
into  various  languages;  and  during  the 
year,  there  have  been  presented  to  your 
Committee,  the  Four  Gospels  in  the  Caffre, 
and  three  Gospels  in  the  Mandingo,  one 
having  been  previously  translated. 

The  Sierra- Leone  Auxiliary  has  been 
supplied  with  500  Bibles,  and  500  Tests. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  commu- 
nication from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ewald,  of  Tunis, 
Missionary  of  the  London  Society  for  pro- 
moting Christianity  among  the  Jews : — 
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"In  the  whole,  1  have  put  into  circulation, 
since  December  1837,  above  5000  copies;  of 
which  more  than  4000  have  been  sold.  Most 
of  the  Hebrew  Pentateuchs,  which  your  Society 
has  been  so  kind  as  to  furnish  me  with,  have 
been  bought  for  schools;  and  many  of  them 
have  I  given  away  gratis  to  the  poor,  who  could 
not  afford  to  buy  them.  Besides  these,  I  have 
sold  also  several  hundred  copies  belonging  to 
my  own  Society." 

1000  Hebrew  Pentateuchs,  and  500  ad- 
ditional Hebrew  Bibles,  have  been  sent  to 
Mr.  Ewald. 

From  the  Mauritius,  a  sum  of  30/.  has 
been  received  for  annual  subscriptions  and 
donations ;  to  the  Mico  Charity,  100  French 
Bibles,  200  French  Testaments,  and  50 
French  and  English  Testaments,  have  been 
supplied  ;  and  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  con- 
nected with  the  London  Missionary  Society, 
100  French  and  100  English  Bibles  and 
Testaments. 

The  revision  of  the  Amharic  Old  Testa- 
ment for  press  is  now  completed. 

South  America. — To  the  Honduras 
Auxiliary  at  Belize  there  have  been  for- 
warded 150  English  Bibles;  and  a  remit- 
tance of  80/.  has  been  received. 

A  very  pleasing  sale  of  the  Scriptures 
has  taken  place  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  ;  and 
a  remittance  of  56/.  has  been  received  from 
Mr.  Thornton.  1 00  Testaments,  and  select 
Books  of  the  Old  Testament  in  Portuguese, 
have  been  sent. 

To  Mr.  Bennett  of  St.  Miguel,  in  the 
province  of  Nicaragua,  Central  America, 
there  have  been  confided  50  Spanish  Bibles 
and  200  Testaments,  with  portions  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testament. 

To  Captain  Gardiner,  formerly  in  the 
Zoolah  country,  but  now  seeking  to  establish 
a  Mission  among  the  Araucanian  Tribes  of 
Indians,  a  grant  of  100  Spanish  Bibles  and 
200  Testaments  has  been  made. 

The  issues  of  the  American  Bible  Society 
have  amounted,  for  the  year,  to  158,298 
copies ;  and  the  aggregate  since  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Society,  to  2,353,298. 

Several  of  the  Auxiliaries  in  the  Canadas 
and  the  other  provinces  having  continued  to 
express  a  strong  desire  that  an  Agent,  im- 
mediately from  the  Parent  Society,  should 
visit  them,  your  Committee  have  altered 
an  arrangement  they  had  made  for  Mr. 
Thomson  to  quit  Jamaica  and  visit  Mexico ; 
and  have  commissioned  him  to  make  a  spe- 
cial visitation  of  the  Auxiliaries  and  Branches 
in  British  North  America. 

One  of  the  first  measures  recommended 
by  Mr.  Thomson,  on  his  arrival  at  Montreal, 
has  been  the  establishment  of  a  considerable 
depot  in  that  city.  Both  the  Montreal 
and  other  Societies  have  frequently  suf- 
fered from  a  lack  of  Bibles,  when  they  were 
immediately  wanted. 

3575  copies  have  been  forwarded. 
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Mr.  Thomson  has  accomplished  two  ex- 
tended journeys ;  and  has  visited  several 
existing  Societies,  and  formed  several  new- 
ones  :  and  he  is  further  in  correspondence 
with  all  the  Auxiliaries,  and  from  Perth  and 
Toronto  he  has  forwarded  considerable  or- 
ders; for  the  latter,  1040  Bibles,  and  1555 
Testaments. 

The  issues  of  the  Montreal  Auxiliary 
during  the  past  year  have  been  4348  copies ; 
and  the  total,  since  the  commencement  in 
1820,  37,293. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Montreal 
Auxiliary  has,  with  much  encouragement, 
employed  the  services  of  two  colporteurs. 
Your  Committee  have  cheerfully  agreed  to 
bear  a  portion  of  the  expense. 

Besides  the  assistance  for  the  colporteurs, 
your  Committee  have  made  a  grant  of  500 
French  Bibles. 

This  Auxiliary  has  remitted  200/.  during 
the  year. 

The  Brockville  Auxil.  has  remitted  50/. 

The  Kingston  Auxiliary  has  remitted 
159/.  13s.  5d.,  and  ordered  supplies  to  the 
extent  of  570  copies. 

The  Toronto  Auxiliary  has  sent  350/. 

To  the  Sunday-School  Union  for  Canada, 
500  Bibles  and  2000  Testaments  in  En- 
glish, with  100  French  Bibles  and  400 
French  Testaments,  have  been  granted. 

In  connexion  with  the  Canadas,  it  only 
remains  to  mention,  that  1100  copies,  in 
French  and  English,  have  been  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Newfoundland  and  Bri- 
tish-North-America School  Society. 

The  New-Brunswick  Auxiliary  has  re- 
mitted 300/., — 100/.  a  free  contribution. 

This  Society  has  ordered  490  Bibles,  and 
1200  Testaments. 

The  Fredericton  Auxiliary  has  sent  85/., 
and  an  order  for  194  Bibles  and  Testaments. 

200  English  Testaments,  with  Psalms, 
have  been  granted  to  this  Auxiliary,  for  the 
use  of  Emigrants. 

By  the  friends  at  Miramichi,  who  have 
remitted  23/.,  the  visit  of  Mr.  Thomson  is 
hailed  with  delight. 

The  Quebec  Auxiliary  has  forwarded 
170/. :  and  another  small  sum  of  1/.  15s. 
has  been  remitted  by  Mr.  Hale,  of  which 
an  interesting  account  will  be  found  in  the 
Monthly  Extracts  for  October  last.  An 
order  has  been  recently  received  from  this 
Auxiliary  for  350  copies. 

The  Halifax  Auxiliary  has  remitted 
228/.  ;  and  ordered  650  copies.  And  from 
Yarmouth  and  Argyle  Ladies'  Society, 
24/.  sterling  have  been  received. 

The  Pictou  Auxiliary  has  remitted  30/., 
and  received  a  small  grant  of  25  Bibles  and 
50  Testaments. 

At  the  earnest  entreaty  of  the  Mission  of 
the  United  Brethren,  your  Committee  have 


printed  a  second  edition  of  the  Four  Gospels 
in  the  Esquimaux  Language,  consisting  of 
1500  copies;  and  500  have  been  granted. 

The  Newfoundland  &  British-North- 
America  School  Society  has  remitted,  for 
Scriptures  sold,  the  sum  of  75/. :  and  it  is 
but  due  to  this  Society  to  say,  that  excel- 
lent returns  are  frequently  received  from 
it,  for  copies  placed  at  their  disposal.  This 
Society  has  recently  applied  for,  and  re- 
ceived, a  further  grant  for  Newfoundland, 
of  800  copies  of  the  Scriptures. 

In  the  last  Report,  Mr.  Wheeler  was  left 
in  Trinidad,  where  he  had  just  formed  an 
Auxiliary.  That  Auxiliary  has  since  re- 
mitted 31/.  18s.  9c?.,  and  been  furnished  with 
120  Bibles,  and  150  Testaments  ;  besides  a 
grant  of  150  Testaments  for  use  in  Schools. 

A  second  Auxiliary  was  formed  in  the 
same  island  for  San  Fernando.  The  Secre- 
tary has  ordered  86  Bibles  and  200  Tests. 

From  Trinidad,  Mr.  Wheeler  proceeded 
to  Barbadoes  and  Tobago  ;  afterwards  he 
went  to  St. Vincent's,  whence  he  writes — 

"  We  had  a  large  public  meeting,  and  formed 
the  St.  Vincent's  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  ;  and 
besides  this,  I  have  been  instrumental  in  form- 
ing Associations  at  Calliaqua,  Calder,  Biabou, 
George  Town  (where  the  Rector  took  a  lead- 
ing part  in  our  proceedings),  also  at  Chateau 
Belair,  at  Barouillie,  besides  a  Ladies'  Asso- 
ciation for  the  town  of  Kingstown." 

In  a  visit  to  Dominica,  Mr.  Wheeler  was 
informed  — 

"  That  during  the  past  and  present  year,  the 
Society  has,  in  the  island,  distributed  a  great 
many  copies  of  the  Scriptures, gratis;  and  that, 
chiefly  to  Roman  Catholics." 

St.  Thomas  was  also  visited ;  and  Mr. 
Wheeler  proceeded  thence  to  St.  Domingo  ; 
in  which  island  he  made  an  extensive  tour, 
or  rather  tours.  Immediately  on  his  arrival, 
he  had  the  satisfaction  of  selling  80  copies, 
and  giving  away  12  more. 

At  the  close  of  them,  he  says  : — 

"  I  ought  to  mention,  that  I  have  distributed, 
and  chiefly  by  sale  at  low  prices,  about  1100 
copies  of  the  New  Testament,  and  the  Gospel 
of  Luke,  and  the  Acts." 

His  journeys  were  all  performed  on 
horseback,  and  were  upwards  of  800  miles. 

He  arrived  in  Jamaica  December  3d. 
But  before  his  arrival  in  Jamaica,  and  for  six 
months  of  the  year,  Mr.  Thomson  had  been 
engaged  in  visiting  existing  Societies,  and 
establishing  a  few  new  ones.  Societies  in  Ja- 
maica are  subject  to  fluctuations,  as  well  as 
at  home.  Mr.  T.  found  far  more  reason  to 
be  thankful  than  to  complain.  Your  Com- 
mittee are  the  more  sparing  of  details,  as 
there  is  an  unavoidable  degree  of  sameness 
in  the  repetition  of  visits  to  the  same  places. 

Writing  under  date  January  3d,  Mr. 
Wheeler  observes : —

The  whole  distribution  has  been 
38,548  copies. 

1000  Testaments  have  been  granted  to 
the  Manchester  Town  Mission. 

The  accustomed  applications  from  Mis- 
sionary Societies,  Benevolent  Institutions, 
the  friends  of  the  Emigrant,  and  of  the  un- 
happy Convict,  have  been  attended  to.

Remittances  from  ScoTLAND,from  Societies 
and  friends,  have  amounted  to  799/.  9s.  Id. 
The  Edinburgh  Auxiliary  Society  has 
been  requested  to  attend  to  the  wants  of 
Emigrants,  copies  being  supplied  by  the 
Parent  Society. 

The  Glasgow  Auxiliary  has  received  a 
grant  of  200  Gaelic  Bibles  for  distribution 
in  the  Highlands ;  while  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  Highlanders  in  Glasgow  itself,  on  the 
earnest  request  of  Dr.  M'Leod,  supported 
by  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Teignmouth,  300 
Bibles  and  300  Testaments  have  been 
granted.  To  the  Catholic  School  Society  of 
Glasgow,  on  an  application  forwarded  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wardlaw,  a  grant  of  420  co- 
pies has  been  made.  To  the  Rev.  Hector 
Allan  of  Kincardine,  125  copies  in  Gaelic 
and  English  have  been  voted,  chiefly  to  sup- 
ply the  Emigrants  going  from  that  vicinity. 
The  Rev.  Angus  M'Laine  has  also  received 
a  supply  of  150  copies  for  similar  purposes. 
To  another  correspondent,  for  distribu- 
tion among  the  Poor  and  Emigrants,  200 
Gaelic  Bibles  have  been  voted. 

The  gentleman  residing  at  Lochalsh,  re- 
ferred to  in  former  Reports,  has  sent  a  dona- 
tion of  100/.  from  himself:  he  has  received 
further  supplies  of  3000  Bibles  and  Tests. 
200  Bibles  &  400  Tests,  have  been  granted 
for  distribution  in  the  Shetland  Islands. 

The  Hibernian  Bible  Society  has  soli- 
cited 2000  Bibles  and  5000  Testaments. 
The  London  Hibernian  Society  has  had 


grants  at  different  times  during  the  year, 
amounting  to  4000  Bibles  and  20,000  Tests. 

The  Sunday-School  Society  for  Ire- 
land has  remitted  892/.  5s.  lie?.;  and  in 
the  course  of  the  year  has  received  7000 
Bibles  and  20,500  Testaments. 

The  Cork  and  Cloyne  Diocesan  Scrip- 
tural School  Society  has  made  another  appli- 
cation for  supplies  of  the  Scriptures,  and  has 
received  G00  Bibles  and  500  Testaments. 
This  Society  has  281  Schools. 

The  Baptist  Irish  Society  has,  in  like 
manner,  renewed  an  application ;  a*hd  been 
furnished  with  250  Bibles  and  1000  Tests. 

Questions  having  arisen  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  issuing  Versions  made  from  the 
Vulgate,  the  Committee  close  the  Report 
with  various  observations  on  this  subject; 
and  the  concluding  words  are  as  follows : — 

Your  Committee  have  thus  simply  stated 
the  principle  upon  which,  with  regard  to 
their  Versions,  they  have  acted  in  years 
that  are  past;  together  with  the  reasons 
which  seem  to  justify  their  adherence  to 
that  principle  in  years  to  come.  They  feel 
that  a  vast  Meeting,  such  as  this,  is  not  the 
place  for  discussion.  They  propose,  at  an 
early  day,  to  consider,  Whether  any,  and 
what,  further  notice  it  may  be  right  to 
take  of  the  official  document  which  has 
called  forth  these  remarks.  For  the  pre- 
sent, they  leave  it,  with  their  own  state- 
ment, to  speak  for  itself.  If  any,  convinced 
by  its  reasoning,  can  no  longer  walk  in  fel- 
lowship with  the  Society,  but  shall  join 
with  others  in  attempting  purer  and  better 
Versions,  not  only  shall  they  have,  from 
your  Committee,  no  unkind  word  at  part- 
ing, but  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  their 
best  wishes.  This,  and  this  only,  shall  be  the 
language  of  the  Society — If  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  if  the  Scriptures,  able  to  make  men 
wise  unto  salvation,  be  but  sent  forth, 
"  herein  do  we  rejoice,  yea,  and  wTill  rejoice." 

May  God,  in  His  infinite  mercy,  look 
down  upon  His  distracted,  torn,  divided 
Church ;  mercifully'  heal  its  divisions ; 
pardon  the  infirmities  which  His  servants 
continually  betray,  in  their  attempts  to 
serve  Him  ;  pour  out  the  Spirit  of  wisdom 
upon  them  ;  and  so  order  all  the  conflicting 
events,  which  occur  among  His  people,  as 
to  secure  the  furtherance  of  His  own  glory. 
"  Now  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceed- 
ing abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or 
think,  according  to  the  power  that  worketh 
in  us,  unto  Him  be  glory  in  the  Church  by 
Christ  Jesus,  throughout  all  ages,  world 
without  end.     Amen."

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IT  is  the  one,  simple,  exclusive  Object  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  to  pro- 
mote the  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
without  note  or  comment,  both  at  Home  and 
Abroad.  By  a  fundamental  Law  of  the  So- 
ciety, the  copies  circulated  in  the  languages 
of  the  United  Kingdom  must  be  those  of  the 
Authorised  Version  alone.  In  other  Coun- 
tries, the  best  ancient  or  received  Versions 
have  been  printed :  and  in  the  case  of  New 
Translations,  every  practicable  means  have 
been  adopted,  in  order  to  ascertain  both  their 
strict  fidelity  and  their  general  merit. 

The  Constitution  of   the   Societv   was 


framed,  without  regard  to  minor  distinctions 
among  Christians,  so  as  to  admit  of  the 
zealous  co-operation  of  all  persons  favourable 
to  its  object ;  and,  accordingly,  its  Proceed- 
ings are  conducted  by  a  Committee,  consisting, 
of  Thirty-six  Laymen,  six  of  whom  are  Fo-  j 
reigners  resident  in  London  or  its  vicinity : 
of  the  remainder,  one-half  are  Members  of 
the  Church  of  England,  and  the  other  half 
are  Members  of  other  Denominations  of 
Christians. 

The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
and  Secretaries,  are,  ex  officio,  Members  of  the 
Committee.     Governors,  Clergymen  also  and 
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assenting  Ministers  (being  Members  of  the 
iociety),  are  entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  all 
Meetings  of  the  Committee. 

A  subscription  of  One  Guinea  annually  con- 
titutes  a  Member,  or  a  Donation  of  Ten 
mineas  a  Life  Member:  a  subscription  of 
live  Guineas  annually  constitutes  a  Gover- 
.or ;  or  a  Donation  of  Fifty  Pounds  a  Life 
Jovemor;  who  have  the  privilege  of  pur- 
hasing  Bibles  and  Testaments  at  reduced 
irices,  to  the  extent  of  five  times  the  amount 
f  their  annual  subscriptions  or  equivalent 
tonations. 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was 
nstituted  in  the  year  1804,  at  a  period  when 
he  most  lamentable  destitution  of  the  Scrip- 
ores  was  found  very  generally  to  prevail 
hroughout  the  country,  far  beyond  the  means 
»f  any  existing  Societies  materially  to  relieve ; 
md  when,  for  the  supply  of  Wales  in  particu- 
ar,  several  Clergymen  and  others  had  made 
iome  generous  but  ineffectual  efforts  to  pro- 
:ure  a  new  and  large  edition  of  the  Scriptures 
n  Welsh. 

The  result,  also,  of  many  inquiries  into  the 
state  of  the  European  Continent  Avas  sufficient 
:o  prove,  that  even  in  those  countries  where 
;he  principles  of  the  Reformation  struck  their 
earliest  and  their  deepest  root,  there  was  an 
squal,  if  not  more  serious  famine  of  the  word 
Df  God  :  and  in  those  very  States,  too,  for 
which  it  was  supposed  that  an  adequate  pro- 
vision had  been  made,  it  has  since  appeared 
that  the  great  mass  of  the  people  were  awfully 
destitute  of  every  portion  of  the  Sacred 
Volume. 

It  would  be  easy  to  multiply  short  cor- 
roborative extracts,  such  as  the  following : — 

"  It  was  considered,  that,  on  an  average, 
at  least  one-half  of  the  whole  population  of 
Holland  were  in  want  of  Bibles"— that  in 
"  Denmark,  four  out  of  five  were  destitute 
of  the  Scripture" — and  even  "  in  Wiirtem- 
berg,  reckoned  among  those  German  Protes- 
tant States  which  were  best  supplied,  it  was 
estimated  that  100,000  copies  would  scarcely 
suffice  to  satisfy  the  demands  that  would  be 
made,"  &c. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was,  that  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  arose, 
affected  with  the  low  state  of  Religion  in  the 
nominally  Christian  World,  and  with  the  utter 
darkness  of  other  lands  ; — not  in  the  spirit  of 
rivalry  with  any  kindred  Institutions.  From 
the  first,  it  cheerfully  recognised  the  labours 
of  other  Societies,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad, 
which,  according  to  their  means,  were  send- 
ing forth  a  supply  of  the  Holy  Scriptures ;  and 
it  has  still  reason  to  rejoice  that  these  Societies, 
far  from  suffering  either  check  or  interrup- 
tion, have  become  more  abundant  and  effective 
in  their  labours  than  at  any  former  period. 
All  that  its  founders  proposed  was,  "  that  the 


Society  should  add  its  endeavours,  to  those  em- 
ployed by  other  Societies,  for  circulating  the 
Scriptures  through  the  British  Dominions ; 
and  that  it  should,  according  to  its  ability,  extend 
its  influence  to  other  Countries,  whether  Chris- 
tian, Mahometan,  or  Pagan." 

Hitherto,  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  has 
remarkably  prospered  the  Society ;  and,  while 
the  actual  result  has  hitherto  far  surpassed 
the  utmost  expectation  of  its  early  friends,  it 
has  frequently  called  forth  the  devout  grati- 
tude of  Christians  in  every  part  of  the  world. 

During  the  Thirty -five  years  of  its  exist- 
ence, the  Society  has  put  into  circulation  above 
Eleven  and  a  half  Millions  of  Copies  of 
the  Scriptures,  either  in  whole  or  in  part ; 
and  its  Expenditure,  for  this  purpose,  has 
exceeded  Two  Millions  and  a  half  sterling. 
The  Receipts  for  the  past  year  alone  have 
amounted  to  £  105,255.  2*.  Ud.,  arising  from 
the  usual  sources  of  Donations,  Annual  Sub- 
scriptions, Sales,  and  Legacies ;  the  Payments 
during  the  same  period  have  been  £106,509 
6s.  4c?. ;  and  its  outstanding  Engagements 
exceed  £70,000. 

There  have  been  issued  from  its  Depositories 
at  Home  and  Abroad,  within  the  same  year,  no 
fewer  than  658,068  copies :  and  if  the  aggre- 
gate Issues  of  Foreign  Bible  Societies  be  added 
to  those  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  So- 
ciety, the  Grand  Total  will  amount  to  more 
than  Nineteen  Millions  of  copies  of  the  entire 
Bible  or  New  Testament,  or  integral  portions 
thereof,  in  different  languages. 

The  Table  of  Languages  and  Dialects,  which 
is  appended  to  this  statement,  will  show  that 
the  Society  has  promoted  the  distribution, 
printing,  or  translation  of  the  Sacred  Volume, 
in  whole  or  in  part, 

Directly,  in  68  Languages  or  Dialects; 
Indirectly,  in  68  .  .  .  ditto  .  .  .  ; 

and  that  the  number  of  Versions  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  whole  or  in  part  hitherto  com- 
pleted, is  158;  of  which  105  are  Translations 
never  before  printed. 

With  a  view  to  the  prosecution  of  its  great 
purpose,  an  extensive  Correspondence  was 
opened,  soon  after  its  formation,  with  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  different  Countries ;  and 
in  this  way,  many  valuable  co-adjutors  were 
obtained ;  some  few  of  whom,  together  with 
others  since  raised  up,  are  still  actively  en- 
gaged in  its  service.  But  the  operations  of 
the  Society  have  been  chiefly  promoted  by 
the  establishment  of  Auxiliary  Societies  and 
Bible  Associations;  which,  at  length,  hap- 
pily extend,  not  only  to  every  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  but  throughout  our  Co- 
lonial Dependencies  ;  —  such  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties being  allowed  to  purchase  Bibles  and 
Testaments  at  cost  price ;  and  then-  Members 
having  the    same  privileges,   at   the    Local

Similar  Societies,  with  their  separate 
Branches,  have  been  formed  in  other  Coun- 
tries ;  holding,  from  time  to  time,  a  friendly 
communication  with  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society:  and  to  all  of  them  it  has,  with 
some  few  exceptions,  extended  considerable 
aid. 

From  the  Table  annexed  on  page  9,  it  will 
appear  that  there  are  within  the  United  King- 
dom no  fewer  than  2409  of  such  Auxilia- 
ries, Branches,  or  Associations;  and  304  in 
the  British  Colonies  and  other  Dependencies. 
There  are  also  Fifty-three  principal  Foreign 
Societies,  with  their  several  Branches,  spread- 
ing their  salutary  influence  over  the  States  of 
Europe,  all  more  or  less  effective  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Scriptures. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  too  highly  the 
value  of  such  means,  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing the  Scriptures  to  the  cities,  towns,  and 
villages  of  our  own  country, -and  placing  them 
within  the  reach  of  all  who  are  anxious  to 
possess  the  Sacred  Treasure.  In  England 
alone,  probably,  more  than  Four  Millions  of 
copies  have,  in  this  way,  been  circulated :  and 
if  the  principles  of  our  Holy  Religion  have 
acquired  any  greater  influence  over  the  public 
mind,  unquestionably  much  must  be  attri- 
buted to  the  wider  currency  of  the  Sacred 
Volume,  and  a  more  general  appreciation  of 
its  doctrines—"  that  Law  of  the  Lord,  which 
is  perfect,  converting  the  soul/' 

Wales  has  been  supplied,  by  means  of  the 
Society,  to  the  extent  of  nearly  half  its  popu- 
lation. The  Total  of  Welsh  Scriptures, 
printed  to  the  present  time,  are  422,590  copies; 
and  the  number  sold  during  the  past  year 
abundantly  shows  that  the  demand  for  them 
is  still  increasing  in  the  Principality,  and  that 
the  zeal  of  the  Welsh  continues  unabated. 

The  destitute  condition  of  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland  demanded  the  special  attention  of  the 
Society  at  a  very  early  period;  and  118,373 
copies  of  the  Gaelic  Scriptures  have  been 
provided,  which  have  been  most  gratefully 
received.  So  scarce  had  they  become,  that 
a  single  copy  of  the  Bible  could  not  be  pur- 
chased for  less  than  twenty-five  shillings. 
During  the  past  year,  several  large  grants 
have  been  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  High- 
land Districts ;  and  from  the  efforts  now 
making  to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
their  Gaelic  Population,  still  larger  demands 
for  the  Scriptures  may  be  expected. 

Ireland,  so  painfully  interesting  both  to  the 
statesman  and  the  philanthropist,  has  had  a 
large  measure  of  sympathy.  The  Hibernian 
Bible  Society  continues  actively  employed; 
but  so  inadequate  are  its  own  resources  to 
meet  the  wants  of  Ireland,  that,  in  addition 
to  all  former  grants,  the  following  supplies  of 


Bibles  and  Testaments  have  been  cheerfully 
voted  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.

The  Annual  Reports  of  these  various  So- 
cieties furnish  much  satisfactory  evidence  that 
the  Scriptures  are  not  circulated  in  vain.  In 
numerous  instances,  the  instruction  commu- 
nicated to  the  children  has  been  rendered  a 
blessing,  not  only  to  themselves,  but  also  to 
their  parents ;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  many,  very  many,  have  been  brought 
out  of  darkness,  into  the  marvellous  light  of 
the  Gospel,  by  the  simple  perusal  of  the  word 
of  God. 

The  entire  number  of  copies  which  Ireland 
has  received,  amounts  to  1,088,364,  In  par 
ticular,  there  have  been  given  successive  Edi 
tions  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  Irish  Language, 
and  chiefly  in  the  Irish  Character ;  amount 
ing,  in  the  whole,  to  95,298  copies  of  the  Bible, 
New  Testament,  or  integral  portions.  The 
necessity  for  such  a  work  may  be  conceived, 
when  it  is  stated  that  no  part  of  the  Irish 
Scriptures  had  been  reprinted  since  the  first 
edition  of  the  Bible  had  been  brought  out 
under  the  auspices  and  chiefly  at  the  expense 
of  the  Hon.  Robert  Boyle,  in  168G.  This  edi- 
tion consisted  only  of  500  copies.  In  many 
districts  of  Ireland,  the  demand  promises  to 
be  as  large  for  the  Irish  Scriptures  as  for  the 
Welsh  Scriptures  in  the  Principality. 

The  Fifty-three  European  Societies  already 
alluded  to,  less  free  to  act  than  our  own,  and 
labouring  under  many  disadvantages,  from 
the  prevalence  of  infidelity  on  the  one  hand, 
and  of  Roman-Catholic  bigotry  on  the  other, 
have  nevertheless,  according  to  their  means, 
been  very  effective  in  their  co-operation.  The 
number  of  copies  of  the  Scriptures  put  forth 
by  them,  in  different  languages,  amounts  to 
4,578,072  copies,  including  those  printed  by 
the  Russian  Bible  Society.  All  these  Societies 
have  had  in  former  years  large  pecuniary  as- 
sistance, or  supplies  of  books,  from  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society;  and  many  of  their 
Versions  have  been  printed  directly  at  its 
expense  :  but  with  most  of  these  Societies  all 
direct  intercourse  has  ceased,  in  consequence 
of  their  still  circulating  the  Apocryphal  Books. 
In  addition  to  these  large  issues,  and  a  variety 
of  private  grants,  not  fewer  than  800,000  co- 
pies of  the  German  New  Testament  have  been 
furnished  to  some  zealous  individuals,  for  dis- 
tribution ;  and  a  still  larger  number,  both  of 
Bibles  and  Testaments,  have  been  circulated 
by  those  Agencies  of  the  Society  hereafter  to 
be  noticed.

]     The  Russian  Bible  Society,  before  its  sus- 
pension by  an  Imperial  Ukase  in  1826,  had 
its  289  Auxiliaries  or  Branches,  and  had  un- 
idertaken  the  printing  of  the    Scriptures   in 
twenty-seven  different  languages;  of  which, 
[861,105  copies  of  the  entire  Bible,  New  Tes- 
tament, or  separate  books,  had  left  the  press. 
iln   the    Modem   Russ  alone,  an  edition  of 
;i  0,000  copies  of  the  Pentateuch,  145,600  of 
.the  Psalms,  and  above  10,000  of  the  New 
i Testament,  had  been  printed ;  when  the  in- 
habitants of  the  vast  empire  of  Russia  received,

which  it  is  impossible  to  calculate.    Such  was

: formed  at  St.  Petersburgh  in  the  year  1826 ;

\ assistance  from  the  Bible  Society, 
i     In  India,  the  Bible  Societies  of  Calcutta, 
1  Madras,  Bombay,  and  Ceylon,  have   circu- 
dated  607,866  copies  of  the  Bible,  the  New 
\  Testament,  or  integral  portions  of  the  sacred 
volume,  in  various  languages ;   all  of  which, 
]  except  the  revised  editions  of  the  Tamul  and 
Malay,   and    some   European   Versions,   are 
i  entirely  new  Tanslations  :   while,  in  addition 
to  these,  the  laborious  Missionaries  of  Seram- 
pore  have   printed  about  200,000  copies  in 
I  the  many  languages  or  dialects  of  India.  The 
assistance  afforded  by  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society,  in  grants  of  money,  paper,  and 
books  (inclusive  of  27,230/.  to  Dr.  Carey  and 
his  Associates),   amounts    to    no  less  than 
123,053/.  2*.  Id. 

In  Calcutta,  measures  are  in  progress  for 
printing  several  large  editions  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  keeping  up  a  regular  supply.  "  A 
Provincial  Depository  system  is  also  in  the 
course  of  organization,  which  will  establish  a 
real  distribution  of  the  word  of  life  in  the 
Valley  of  the  Ganges,  and  the  neighbouring 
parts,  which  there  never  has  been  yet;  so 
that,  instead  of  touching  this  quarter  of  India 
at  one  or  two  points,  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  will  be  brought  into  operative 
contact  with  every  part  of  it ;  and  a  demand 
for  the  Scriptures  is  therefore  to  be  expected, 
quite  out  of  proportion  to  any  thing  of  which 
we  have  had  any  previous  experience." 


At  Madras,  it  appears  that  neither  the 
printing  nor  book-binding  departments  have 
been  able  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand  :  and 
some  most  decisive  steps  have  recently  been 
taken,  to  effect  a  more  general  distribution  of 
the  Scriptures,  in  the  four  great  languages  of 
Southern  India  -  more  especially  among  the 
Tamul  population,  which  counts  a  far  larger 
proportion  of  Native  Christians  than  any 
other.  These  benevolent  projects  of  the 
Madras  Committee  will  involve  an  additional 
expense  of  5000/.  per  annum,  for  at  least 
three  years  to  come ;  and  their  chief  depen- 
dence, for  pecuniary  means,  is  placed  on  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  But  so 
impressed  are  the  Committee  at  home  with 
the  state  of  India,  and  the  prospects  of  Chris- 
tian usefulness  there,  that  large  supplies  of 
paper  and  money,  as  well  as  of  English  Scrip- 
tures, have  been  promptly  forwarded  to  Cal- 
cutta, Madras,  and  Bombay ;  and  every 
further  assistance  is  promised,  which  the  So- 
cieties in  India  may  require. 

For  the  Chinese  —  comprising,  probably, 
one-tliird  or  one-fourth  of  the  world's  popu- 
lation, many  of  whom  are  resident  within  the 
British  Dominions  in  the  East  —two  Versions 
of  the  entire  Scriptures  have  been  published, 
chiefly  at  the  expense  of  the  Society.  Many 
thousand  copies  have  been  distributed  among 
this  jealous  people,  by  means  of  our  Missio- 
naries in  China,  and  throughout  the  Indian 
Archipelago ;  and  some  converts  are  already 
gathered  into  the  Christian  fold,  as  the  con- 
sequence, and  as  the  first-fruits,  we  trust,  of 
larger  accessions.  In  the  two  other  great 
languages  of  the  Chinese  Empire— the  Man- 
tchou  and  the  Mongolian  -  Versions  of  the 
whole  Bible  have  also  been  prepared,  at  the 
cost  of  the  Society. 

In  the  languages  of  Madagascar,  New  Zea- 
land, Tahiti,  and  some  other  Islands  in  the 
Southern  Sea,  Translations  have  been  made  by 
the  Missionaries  at  these  stations,  and  some 
large  editions  have  been  printed  by  the  Society. 

In  several  of  the  dialects  of  Africa,  a  satis- 
factory commencement  has  been  made;— for 
the  Namacquas,  the  Sechuanas,  and  the  Caf- 
fres  of  the  South  -  for  the  Bulloms  and  Man- 
dingos  of  the  Western  Coast — and  for  the 
Berbers  of  the  Atlantic  Range.  The  ancient 
Church  of  Abyssinia  has  been  supplied  with 
an  edition  of  the  Ethiopic  Psalter  and  Go- 
spels ;  and  the  Providential  acquisition  of  the 
Version  of  the  entire  Scriptures  in  the  Am- 
haric,  or  Vulgar  Dialect  of  a  part  of  Abyssinia, 
has  enabled  the  Society  to  print,  under  the 
editorial  care  of  T.  P.  Piatt,  Esq.,  successive 
editions  of  the  New  Testament,  Psalter,  and 
Pentateuch,  and  recently  of  the  whole  Old 
Testament,  which  are  likely  to  prove  the 
source  of  invaluable  blessings  to  this  interest- 
ing Christian  community.      For  the  people 
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of  Egypt,  too,  the  Psalter  and  Gospels  have 
been  printed  in  Coptic  and  Arabic. 

Throughout  the  British  Colonies  of  Austra- 
lia, the  West  Indies,  and  the  Canadas,  every 
demand  has  been  met ;  and  the  Scriptures 
have  been  circulated  to  a  considerable  extent, 
by  means  of  the  numerous  Auxiliary  Societies 
established  in  these  dependencies. 

But  there  is  one  great  system  of  the  Society 
which  remains  to  be  noticed.  Apart  from  the 
operation  of  Auxiliary  and  Branch  Societies, 
which  have  proved  so  effective,  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  establish  several  distinct 
Foreign  Agencies,  which  have  succeeded,  be- 
yond all  expectation,  in  promoting  the  great 
work  of  Bible  distribution;  and  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  the  operations  of  the  So- 
ciety can  ever  be  carried  into  full  effect  with- 
out the  multiplication  of  such  Agencies. 

At  Paris,  such  an  Agency  was  absolutely 
required,  from  the  limited  character  of  the 
Protestant  Bible  Society,  which  left  the  Ro- 
man-Catholic population  of  France  wholly 
unprovided  for.  Professor  Kieffer  had  put 
into  circulation,  prior  to  March  1833,  no  fewer 
than  820,141  copies  of  the  Scriptures;  and, 
under  the  superintendence  of  M.  De  Pressense, 
there  have  been  issued,  in  six  years  only, 
from  the  Paris  Depot,  528,954  copies  of  the 
Bible  or  New  Testament;  giving  a  result 
which  could  not  have  been  obtained  by  any 
other  means.  "  These  distributions,"  M.  De 
Pressense  writes,  "  have  been  abundantly 
blessed  of  the  Lord ;  and  have  given  rise  to 
circumstances  altogether  novel  in  our  country, 
which  cannot  fail  to  be  attended  with  results 
of  the  highest  consequence,  as  regards  a  reli- 
gious awakening  among  its  inhabitants." 

Within  the  last  two  years,  however,  M. 
De  Pressense  has  been  authorised  to  employ 
a  number  of  Colporteurs,  with  a  view  to  spread 
the  Sacred  Volume  more  generally  throughout 
the  86  Departments  of  the  Empire.  This 
resolution  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant ever  adopted  in  favour  of  France,  and 
promises  to  be  followed  with  great  and  striking 
benefits.  In  the  course  of  a  very  short  time, 
these  pious,  unassuming,  and  devoted  men 
have  sold  no  less  than  108,998  copies. 

At  Frankfort,  a  similar  Agency  was  ren- 
dered necessary,  partly  from  the  reluctance  of 
several  Continental  Societies  to  circulate  the 
Bible  without  the  Apocrypha,  partly  to  secure 
the  Society's  editions  from  every  thing  in  the 
shape  of  note,  preface,  or  comment,  and  further 
to  conduct  the  printing  of  the  Scriptures  with 
the  greatest  economy  and  fidelity.  Under  the 
care  of  its  old  friend,  Dr.  Pinkerton,  the  issues 
from  the  year  1830  to  the  present  time  have 
been  390,032  copies :  and  several  large  editions 
of  the  German  and  other  Scriptures  are 
now  in  the  press. 

In  Belgium,  where  little  had  been  done  for 


its  Roman- Catholic  population,  there  have 
been  sold  57,094  Bibles  and  Testaments, 
through  the  direct  exertions  of  Mr.  Tiddy, 
and  the  Colporteurs  employed  by  him. 
Large  Editions  of  the  Scriptures  hi  the 
Flemish  and  French  languages  have  recently 
left  the  press.  Such  has  been  the  desire 
awakened  in  Belgium  to  possess  and  read 
the  Scriptures,  that  Mr.  Tiddy 's  sales  are 
becoming  every  month  more  considerable, 
and  the  good  effect  of  his  distributions  more 
apparent. 

At  Stockholm,  the  Society  has  availed  itself 
of  the  gratuitous  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott, 
to  form  an  important  Agency  for  Sweden 
and  Finland ;  which  has  already  been  the 
means  of  furnishing  several  large  dioceses,  hi- 
therto destitute,  with  a  supply  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. The  total  issues,  since  the  year  1832. 
have  been  104,214  Bibles  and  Testaments. 

In  Spain  and  Portugal,  an  entrance  has  at 
length  been  obtained  for  the  word  of  God. 
The  Society  has  availed  itself  of  the  services 
of  two  friends  in  Spain  for  the  sale  of  the 
Scriptures :  and,  within  the  last  two  years, 
nearly  10,000  copies  have  been  distributed! 

principally  by  sale If,  from  the  course  o1 

events  in  that  unhappy  land,  the  good  wort 
should  be  interrupted,  or  even  suspended 
yet  we  shall  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  the 
Sacred  Volume  has  gone  forth,  and  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  many  who  did  not  know  that 
there  was  such  a  book. 

For  the  long-neglected  countries  of  Greece 
and  Turkey,  where  so  many  Christian 
Churches  once  flourished,  Agents  have  also 
been  employed,  from  the  want  of  every  other 
facility  for  the  circulation  of  the  Sacred  Vo- 
lume. From  the  Depots  of  Smyrna  and 
Athens  a  goodly  number  of  copies  have  been 
scattered  over  those  countries,  chiefly  in 
Modern  Greek,  amounting,  in  the  last  year, 
to  more  than  26,000  entire  copies  or  portions 
of  the  Scriptures.  Under  the  superinten- 
dence of  its  valuable  Agent,  the  Rev.  H.  D. 
Leeves,  assisted  by  Professor  Bambas,  a  na- 
tive of  Greece,  the  Society  has  obtained  the 
Translation  of  the  Old  Testament  in  tins  lan- 
guage, the  first  ever  given  to  the  public ;  and  if 
cannot  fail  of  being  attended  with  the  most 
important  consequences  to  the  Eastern  Church. 
An  improved  translation  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment has  also  been  prepared,  more  conforma- 
ble to  the  idiom  of  the  Modern  Greek  than 
the  one  so  long  in  use,  of  which  an  edition  oi 
10,000  copies  is  ordered  to  be  printed  at 
Athens. 

In  the  West  Indies,  the  Rev.  James  Thorn 
son  and  Mr.  Wheeler  have  most  effectively  fol 
lowed  up  that  noble  act  of  British  benevo- 
lence, which  provided  102,904  New  Testa- 
ments and  Psalms  for  the  Negro  Population 
of  our  Colonies.    Numerous  Bible  Associa-

tions  have  been  formed  in  most  of  the  Islands; 
jand  large  demands  have,  in  consequence,  been 
.made  for  Bibles  and  Testaments  at  cost 
price. 

I  Nor  has  China  been  forgotten.  The  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Lay  were  some  time  back  en- 
gaged with  a  view  to  that  vast  empire,  for  a 
limited  period,  greatly  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  English  and  American  Missionaries  settled 
on  its  borders.  Hitherto,  no  access  has  been 
gained  into  China  Proper ;  though  some  dis- 
tributions of  the  Sacred  Volume  have  been 
j.nade  among  the  numerous  Chinese  settlers  of 
;he  Eastern  Archipelago,  and  not  altogether 
without  effect ;  but  from  the  few  opportuni- 
ties which  have  been  afforded  Mr.  Lay  for 
jarrying  on  his  work,  the  engagement  with 
lim  has  not  been  renewed. 
,  With  a  view  to  the  better  promotion  of 
^he  Society's  objects  in  British  North  Ame- 
•ica,  the  Rev.  James  Thomson  has  been 
mthorised  to  make  a  special  visitation  of  the 
Auxiliaries  and  Branches  in  the  Four  Pro- 
rinces. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  little  yet  has  been 
iffected  for  the  vast  continent  of  South  Ame- 
rica, for  the  Mexican  States,  and  some  other 
:ountries.  Yet  some  attempts  have  been 
nade,  which  have  partially  succeeded. 

It  only  remains  to  bear  honourable  testi- 
mony to  the  United  States  of  North  America, 
vhich  have  nobly  followed  the  example  of  the 
?ather  Land.  At  New  York,  the  American 
3ible  Society,  with  nearly  1000  Auxiliaries, 
,ind  a  still  greater  number  of  Associations, 
s  in  active  operation ;  and  at  Philadelphia,  a 
imilar  Institution,  with  various  Branches, 
uccessfully  prosecutes  the  same  object;  and 
heir  united  issues  amount  to  2,586,337  copies 
<f  the  Bible  or  New  Testament.  They  have 
lso  afforded  considerable  pecuniary  assistance 
o  Foreign  Societies  and  Foreign  Missionaries ; 
nd  they  are  endeavouring,  according  to  their 
oeans,  to  furnish  every  family  within  the 
itates  with  a  copy  of  the  Sacred  Volume. 

Such  is  a  brief,  but,  necessarily,  a  very  im- 
>erfect  sketch  of  the  Plan  and  Operations  of 
he  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  Who 
hat  thinks  of  the  wide- spread  influence  which 
;  has  obtained,  or  of  the  Nineteen  Millions

of  copies  of  the  Scriptures,  in  158  Versions, 
which  it  has  been  the  means  of  putting  forth, 
but  must  exclaim,  with  surprise  and  gratitude, 
"  What  hath  God  wrought !"  Yet  who  can 
read  the  accounts  which  have  been  given  of 
many  towns  and  districts  in  our  own  land— or 
carry  his  thoughts  to  the  destitute  condition 
of  millions  in  Pagan  or  Mahometan  countries 
— without  feeling  that  we  are  only  at  the 
threshold  of  the  work !  And  even  in  many 
countries  nominally  Christian,  the  great  mass 
of  the  people  are  but  just  beginning  to  learn 
that  there  is  such  a  book  as  the  Bible  !  If  it 
was  originally  necessary  to  form  such  a  So- 
ciety, it  has  become  doubly  imperative  to  per- 
petuate its  labours,  and  to  extend  them,  if 
we  would  realize  the  expectations  that  have 
been  raised,  and  faithfully  discharge  that 
trust,  which,  in  the  good  providence  of  God, 
devolves  upon  us.  Christian  Ministers  at 
home,  and  Christian  Missionaries  abroad,  are 
looking  to  it  for  supplies;  and  all  who  are 
engaged  in  the  work  of  Education  rest  their 
hopes  upon  it,  as  the  means  of  affording  re- 
ligious instruction  to  the  young  ;—  and  shall 
they  ask  in  vain?  Never  were  there  such 
openings  for  the  introduction  of  the  Scriptures, 
in  every  part  of  the  world.  Never  did  the 
Society  stand  in  greater  need  of  the  increased 
exertions  of  its  friends  than  at  the  present 
time,  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  high  and 
sacred  purposes.  In  the  emphatic  language 
of  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  it  may  still  be 
said,  that  "  India,  with  its  13-4  millions,  waits 
for  our  labours."  The  extraordinary  open- 
ings for  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  in 
France  and  Belgium  require  a  corresponding 
effort,  and  will  involve  a  large  expenditure. 
And  in  other  countries  a  wide  and  effectual 
door  has  been  opened  for  the  entrance  of  the 
word  of  life,  which  may  become,  too  soon, 
either  partially  or  entirely  closed.  Who, 
then,  can  think  of  the  past  labours  or  present 
prospects  of  the  Society,  and  at  the  same  time 
remember  his  own  fleeting  opportunities  for 
usefulness,  without  hearing  the  divine  injunc- 
tion, which  says—"  Whatsoever  thine  hand 
findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might."  "Work 
while  it  is  called  to-day :  the  night  cometh, 
wherein  no  man  can  work."

I  give  and  bequeath  to  "  The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,"  instituted  in  London  in  the  year 
1804,  the  sum  of  Pounds  Sterling,  to  be  raised  and  paid,  for  the  pur- 

poses of  the  said  Institution,  out  of  such  part  only  of  my  personal  estate  as  shall  not  consist  of  chattels 
real,  or  money  secured  on  mortgage  of  Lands  or  Tenements,  or  in  any  other  manner  affecting  Lands  or 
Tenements ;  for  which  Legacy  the  Receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Institution 
shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  my  Executors. 

***  Bequests  for  charitable  or  benevolent  purposes  (in  England  only)  of  lands  or  tenements,  or  of  money  to  be  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  thereof,  or  charged  on,  or  otherwise  affecting  lands  or  tenements,  or  of  money  secured  on  mort- 
gage of  lands  or  tenements,  are  void ;  but  money,  stock,  or  other  personalty,  not  falling  under  any  of  the  above 
descriptions,  may  be  so  bequeathed. 

It  is  requested  that  the  Friends  of  the  Institution  will  be  particular  in  describing  it  as  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society.

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XT  is  the  one,  simple,  exclusive  Object  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  to  pro- 
mote the  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
without  note  or  comment,  both  at  Home  and 
Abroad.  By  a  fundamental  Law  of  the  So- 
ciety, the  copies  circulated  in  the  languages 
of  the  United  Kingdom  must  be  those  of  the 
Authorised  Version  alone.  In  other  Coun- 
tries, the  best  ancient  or  received  Versions 
have  been  printed :  and  in  the  case  of  New 
Translations,  every  practicable  means  have 
been  adopted,  in  order  to  ascertain  both  their 
strict  fidelity  and  their  general  merit. 

The  Constitution  of   the   Society   was 


framed  so  as  to  admit  of  the  zealous  co-ope- 
ration of  all  persons  favourable  to  its  object ; 
and,  accordingly,  its  Proceedings  are  con- 
ducted by  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Thirty- 
six  Laymen,  six  of  whom  are  Foreigners 
resident  in  London  or  its  vicinity :  of  the 
remainder,  one-half  are  Members  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  the  other  half  are 
Members  of  other  Denominations  of  Chris- 
tians. 

The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
and  Secretaries,  are,  ex  officio,  Members  of  the 
Committee.  Governors,  Clergymen  also  and 
Dissenting  Ministers  (being  Members  of  the 
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Society),  are  entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  all 
Meetings  of  the  Committee. 

A  subscription  of  One  Guinea  annually  con- 
stitutes a  Member,  or  a  Donation  of  Ten 
Guineas  a  Life  Member:  a  subscription  of 
Five  Guineas  annually  constitutes  a  Gover- 
nor; or  a  Donation  of  Fifty  Pounds  a  Life 
Governor;  who  have  the  privilege  of  pur- 
chasing Bibles  and  Testaments  at  reduced 
prices,  to  the  extent  of  five  times  the  amount 
of  their  annual  subscriptions  or  equivalent 
donations. 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was 
instituted  in  the  year  1804,  at  a  period  when 
the  most  lamentable  destitution  of  the  Scrip- 
tures was  found  very  generally  to  prevail 
throughout  the  country,  far  beyond  the  means 
of  any  existing  Societies  materially  to  relieve ; 
and  when,  for  the  supply  of  Wales  in  particu- 
lar, several  Clergymen  and  others  had  made 
some  generous,  but  ineffectual,  efforts  to  pro- 
cure a  new  and  large  edition  of  the  Scriptures 
in  Welsh. 

The  result,  also,  of  many  inquiries  into  the 
state  of  the  European  Continent  was  sufficient 
to  prove,  that  even  in  those  countries  where 
the  principles  of  the  Reformation  struck  their 
earliest  and  their  deepest  root,  there  was  an 
equal,  if  not  more  serious  famine  of  the  word 
of  God  :  and  in  those  very  States,  too,  for 
which  it  was  supposed  that  an  adequate  pro- 
vision had  been  made,  it  has  since  appeared 
that  the  great  mass  of  the  people  were  awfully 
destitute  of  every  portion  of  the  Sacred 
Volume. 

It  would  be  easy  to  multiply  short  cor- 
roborative extracts,  such  as  the  following: — 
"  It  was  considered,  that,  on  an  average, 
at  least  one-half  of  the  whole  population  of 
Holland  were  in  want  of  Bibles"— that  in 
"  Denmark,  four  out  of  five  were  destitute 
of  the  Scripture" — and  even  "in  Wiirtem- 
berg,  reckoned  among  those  German  Protes- 
tant States  which  were  best  supplied,  it  was 
estimated  that  100,000  copies  would  scarcely 
suffice  to  satisfy  the  demands  that  would  be 
made,"  &c. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was,  that  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  arose, 
affected  with  the  low  state  of  Religion  in  the 
nominally  Christian  World,  and  with  the  utter 
darkness  of  other  lands  ; — not  in  the  spirit  of 
rivalry  with  any  kindred  Institutions.  From 
the  first,  it  cheerfully  recognised  the  labours 
of  other  Societies,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad, 
which,  according  to  their  means,  were  send- 
ing forth  a  supply  of  the  Holy  Scriptures ;  and 
it  has  still  reason  to  rejoice  that  these  Societies, 
far  from  suffering  either  check  or  interrup- 
tion, have  become  more  abundant  and  effective 
in  their  labours  than  at  any  former  period. 
All  that  its  founders  proposed  was,  "  that  the 
Society  should  add  its   endeavours,  to   those 


employed  by  other  Societies,  for  circulating  the 
Scriptures  through  the  British  Dominions; 
and  that  it  should,  according  to  its  ability,  extend 
its  influence  to  other  Countries,  whether  Chris- 
tian, Mahometan,  or  Pagan." 

Hitherto,  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  has 
remarkably  prospered  the  Society ;  and,  while 
the  actual  result  has  hitherto  far  surpassed 
the  utmost  expectation  of  its  early  friends,  it 
has  frequently  called  forth  the  devout  grati- 
tude of  Christians  in  every  part  of  the 
world. 

During  the  Thirty-six  years  of  its  exist- 
ence, the  Society  has  put  into  circulation 
above  Twelve  Millions  of  Copies  of  the 
Scriptures,  either  in  whole  or  in  part ;  and 
its  Expenditure,  for  this  purpose,  has  ex- 
ceeded Two  Millions  and  a  half  sterling. 
The  Receipts  for  the  past  year  alone  have 
amounted  to  £111,449.  13*.  Id.,  arising  from 
the  usual  sources  of  Donations,  Annual  Sub- 
scriptions, Sales,  and  Legacies ;  the  Payments 
during  the  same  period  have  been  £110,175 
8*.  5d. ;  and  its  outstanding  Engagements 
exceed  £  80,000. 

There  have  been  issued  from  its  Depositories 
at  Home  and  Abroad,  within  the  same  year,  no 
fewer  than  776,860  copies :  and  if  the  aggre- 
gate Issues  of  Foreign  Bible  Societies  be  added 
to  those  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  So- 
ciety, the  Grand  Total  will  amount  to  more 
than  Twenty  Millions  of  copies  of  the  entire 
Bible  or  New  Testament,  or  integral  portions 
thereof,  in  different  languages. 

The  Table  of  Languages  and  Dialects,  which 
is  appended  to  this  statement,  will  show  that 
the  Society  has  promoted  the  distribution, 
printing,  or  translation  of  the  Sacred  Volume, 
in  whole  or  in  part, 

Directly,  in  68  Languages  or  Dialects; 
Indirectly,  in  68  .  .  .  ditto  .  .  .  ; 

and  that  the  number  of  Versions  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  whole  or  in  part  hitherto  com- 
pleted, is  158;  of  which  105  are  Translations 
never  before  printed. 

With  a  view  to  the  prosecution  of  its  great 
purpose,   an  extensive   Correspondence   was 
opened,  soon  after  its  formation,   with    the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  different  Countries ;  and 
in  tins  way,  many  valuable  co-adjutors  were  |J 
obtained ;  some  few  of  whom,  together  with  '■ 
others  since  raised  up,  are  still  actively  en- 1 
gaged  in  its  service.     But  the  operations  of 
the  Society  have  been  chiefly  promoted  by 
the  establishment  of  Auxiliary  Societies  and 
Bible  Associations;    which,  at  length,  hap- 
pily extend,  not  only  to  every  part  of  the  i  I 
United  Kingdom,  but  throughout   our   Co-jl 
lonial    Dependencies  ;  —  such  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties being  allowed  to  purchase  Bibles  and 
Testaments  at  cost  price ;  and  their  Members 
having  the    same   privileges,   at   the    Loc 
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Depositories,   which    the    Members    of    the 
Parent  Society  enjoy  in  London. 

Similar  Societies,  with  their  separate 
Branches,  have  been  formed  in  other  Coun- 
tries ;  holding,  from  time  to  time,  a  friendly 
communication  with  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society :  and  to  all  of  them  it  has,  with 
some  few  exceptions,  extended  considerable 
aid. 

From  the  Table  annexed  on  page  9,  it  will 
appear  that  there  are  within  the  United  King- 
dom no  fewer  than  2572  of  such  Auxilia- 
ries, Branches,  or  Associations;  and  851  in 
the  British  Colonies  and  other  Dependencies. 
There  are  also  Fifty-three  principal  Foreign 
Societies,  with  their  several  Branches,  spread- 
ing their  salutary  influence  over  the  States  of 
Europe,  all  more  or  less  effective  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Scriptures. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  too  highly  the 
value  of  such  means,  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing the  Scriptures  to  the  cities,  towns,  and 
villages  of  our  own  country,  and  placing  them 
within  the  reach  of  all  who  are  anxious  to 
possess  the  Sacred  Treasure.  In  England 
alone,  probably,  more  than  Four  Millions  of 
copies  have,  in  this  way,  been  circulated :  and 
if  the  principles  of  our  Holy  Religion  have 
acquired  any  greater  influence  over  the  public 
mind,  unquestionably  much  must  be  attri- 
buted to  the  wider  currency  of  the  Sacred 
Volume,  and  a  more  general  appreciation  of 
its  doctrines— that  "  Law  of  the  Lord,  which 
is  perfect,  converting  the  soul." 

Wales  has  been  supplied,  by  means  of  the 
Society,  to  the  extent  of  nearly  half  its  popu- 
lation. The  Total  of  Welsh  Scriptures, 
printed  to  the  present  time,  are  441 ,479  copies; 
and  the  number  sold  during  the  past  year 
abundantly  shows  that  the  demand  for  them 
is  still  increasing  in  the  Principality,  and  that 
the  zeal  of  the  Welsh  continues  unabated. 

The  destitute  condition  of  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland  demanded  the  special  attention  of  the 
Society  at  a  very  early  period ;  and  128,465 
copies  of  the  Gaelic  Scriptures  have  been 
provided,  which  have  been  most  gratefully 
received.  So  scarce  had  they  become,  that 
a  single  copy  of  the  Bible  could  not  be  pur- 
chased for  less  than  twenty-five  shillings. 
During  the  past  year,  several  large  grants  have 
again  been  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  High- 
land Districts;  and  from  the  efforts  now 
making  to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
their  Gaelic  Population,  still  larger  demands 
for  the  Scriptures  may  be  expected, 

Ireland,  so  painfully  interesting  both  to  the 
statesman  and  the  philanthropist,  has  had  a 
large  measure  of  sympathy.  The  Hibernian 
Bible  Society  continues  actively  employed; 
but  so  inadequate  are  its  own  resources  to 
meet  the  wants  of  Ireland,  that,  in  addition 
to  all  former  grants,  the  following  supplies  of

voted  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.

The  Annual  Reports  of  these  various  So- 
cieties furnish  much  satisfactory  evidence  that 
the  Scriptures  are  not  circulated  in  vain.  In 
numerous  instances,  the  instruction  commu- 
nicated to  the  children  has  been  rendered  a 
blessing,  not  only  to  themselves,  but  also  to 
their  parents ;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  many,  very  many,  have  been  brought 
out  of  darkness,  into  the  marvellous  light  of 
the  Gospel,  by  the  simple  perusal  of  the  word 
of  God. 

The  entire  number  of  copies  which  Ireland 
has  received,  amounts  to  1,149,364.  In  par- 
ticular, there  have  been  given  successive  Edi- 
tions of  the  Scriptures  in  the  Irish  Language, 
some  of  which  are  in  the  Irish  Character; 
amounting,  in  the  whole,  to  105,413  copies  of 
the  Bible,  New  Testament,  or  integral  por- 
tions. The  necessity  for  such  a  work  may  be 
conceived,  when  it  is  stated  that  no  part  of  the 
Irish  Scriptures  had  been  reprinted  since  the 
first  edition  of  the  Bible  had  been  brought  out 
under  the  auspices  and  chiefly  at  the  expense 
of  the  Hon.  Robert  Boyle,  in  1686.  This  edi- 
tion consisted  only  of  500  copies.  In  many 
districts  of  Ireland,  the  demand  promises  to 
be  as  large  for  the  Irish  Scriptures  as  for  the 
Welsh  Scriptures  in  the  Principality. 

The  Fifty-three  European  Societies  already 
alluded  to,  less  free  to  act  than  our  own,  and 
labouring  under  many  disadvantages,  from 
the  prevalence  of  infidelity  on  the  one  hand, 
and  of  Roman-Catholic  bigotry  on  the  other, 
have  nevertheless,  according  to  their  means, 
been  very  effective  in  their  co-operation.  The 
number  of  copies  of  the  Scriptures  put  forth 
by  them,  in  different  languages,  amounts  to 
4,839,826  copies,  including  those  printed  by 
the  Russian  Bible  Society.  All  these  Societies 
have  had  in  former  years  large  pecuniary  as- 
sistance, or  supplies  of  books,  from  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society ;  and  many  of  their 
Versions  have  been  printed  directly  at  its 
expense  :  but  with  most  of  these  Societies  all 
direct  intercourse  has  ceased,  in  consequence 
of  their  still  circulating  the  Apocryphal  Books. 
In  addition  to  these  large  issues,  and  a  variety 
of  private  grants,  not  fewer  than  800,000  co- 
pies of  the  German  New  Testament  have  been 
furnished  to  some  zealous  individuals,  for  dis- 
tribution ;  and  a  still  larger  number,  both  of 
Bibles  and  Testaments,  have  been  circulated 
by  those  Agencies  of  the  Society  hereafter  to 
be  noticed.

The  Russian  Bible  Society,  before  its  sus- 
pension by  an  Imperial  Ukase  in  1826,  had 
its  289  Auxiliaries  or  Branches,  and  had  un- 
dertaken the  printing  of  the  Scriptures  in 
twenty-seven  different  languages ;  of  which, 
861,105  copies  of  the  entire  Bible,  New  Tes- 
tament, or  separate  books,  had  left  the  press. 
In  the  Modern  Russ  alone,  an  edition  of 
10,000  copies  of  the  Pentateuch,  145,600  of 
the  Psalms,  and  above  10,000  of  the  New 
Testament,  had  been  printed ;  when  the  in- 
habitants of  the  vast  empire  of  Russia  received, 
for  the  first  time,  a  Translation  of  the  Scrip- 
tures in  their  native  tongue,  the  benefits  of 
which  it  is  impossible  to  calculate.  Such  was 
the  lively  interest  taken  in  its  labours,  that 
the  total  grants  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  in  its  favour  amount  to  16,833/. 
14*.  M.  A  Protestant  Bible  Society  was 
formed  at  St.  Petersburgh  in  the  year  1826  ; 
which  has  distributed  52,763  copies,  chiefly 
of  the  New  Testament,  having  received  much 
assistance  from  the  Bible  Society. 

In  India,  the  Bible  Societies  of  Calcutta, 
Madras,  Bombay,  and  Ceylon,  have  circu- 
lated 936,603  copies  of  the  Bible,  the  New 
Testament,  or  integral  portions  of  the  sacred 
volume,  in  various  languages ;  all  of  which, 
except  the  revised  editions  of  the  Tamul  and 
Malay,  and  some  European  Versions,  are 
entirely  new  Tanslations  :  while,  in  addition 
to  these,  the  laborious  Missionaries  of  Seram- 
pore  have  printed  about  200,000  copies  in 
the  many  languages  or  dialects  of  India.  The 
assistance  afforded  by  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society,  in  grants  of  money,  paper,  and 
books  (inclusive  of  27,230/.  to  Dr.  Carey  and 
his  Associates),  amounts  to  no  less  than 
132,914/.  0*.  3d, 

In  Calcutta,  measures  are  in  progress  for 
printing  several  large  editions  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  keeping  up  a  regular  supply.  "  A 
Provincial  Depository  system  is  also  in  the 
course  of  organization,  which  will  establish  a 
real  distribution  of  the  word  of  life  in  the 
Valley  of  the  Ganges,  and  the  neighbouring 
parts,  which  there  never  has  been  yet ;  so 
that,  instead  of  touching  this  quarter  of  India 
at  one  or  two  points,  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  will  be  brought  into  operative 
contact  with  every  part  of  it ;  and  a  demand 
for  the  Scriptures  is  therefore  to  be  expected 
far  beyond  any  thing  of  which  we  have  had 
any  previous  experience." 


At  Madras,  it  appears  that  neither  the     : 
printing  nor  book-binding  departments  have 
been  able  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand :  and 
some  most  decisive  steps  have  recently  been 
taken,  to  effect  a  more  general  distribution  of 
the  Scriptures,  in  the  four  great  languages  of    H 
Southern  India  —more  especially  among  the    J 
Tamul  population,  which  counts  a  far  larger    i 
proportion   of  Native   Christians  than   any 
other.      These    benevolent   projects   of  the 
Madras  Committee  will  involve  an  additional    ! 
expense   of  5000/.  per  annum,  for  at  least    | 
three  years  to  come ;  and  their  chief  depen-    | 
dence,  for  pecuniary  means,  is  placed  on  the    N 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.     But  so 
impressed  are  the  Committee  at  home  with 
the  state  of  India,  and  the  prospects  of  Chris-    I 
tian  usefulness  there,  that  large  supplies  of   : 
paper  and  money,  as  well  as  of  English  Scrip-    i 
tures,  have  been  promptly  forwarded  to  Cal-    \ 
cutta,    Madras,    and    Bombay ;    and   every    I 
further  assistance  is  promised,  which  the  So-    h 
cieties  in  India  may  require. 

For  the  Chinese  —  comprising,   probably,    I 
one-tliird  or  one-fourth  of  the  world's  popu- 
lation, many  of  whom  are  resident  within  the 
British  Dominions  in  the  East  —  two  Versions 
of  the  entire  Scriptures  have  been  published,   j 
chiefly  at  the  expense  of  the  Society.     Many   [ 
thousand  copies  have  been  distributed  among  \. 
this  jealous  people,  by  means  of  our  Missio-  fl 
naries  in  China,  and  throughout  the  Indian    I 
Archipelago ;  and  some  converts  are  already    j 
gathered  into  the  Christian  fold,  as  the  con-  H 
sequence,  and  as  the  first-fruits,  we  trust,  of  I 
larger  accessions.     In  the   two  other  great 
languages  of  the  Chinese  Empire  —  the  Man-  ; 
tchou  and  the  Mongolian — Versions  of  the    J 
Scriptures  have  also  been  prepared,  at  the  la 
cost  of  the  Society. 

In  the  languages  of  Madagascar,  New  Zea-  I  j 
land,  Tahiti,  Rarotonga,  and  some  other  Is-  j  I 
lands  in  the  Southern  Sea,  Translations  have  m 
been  made  by  the  Missionaries  at  these  sta- 
tions,  and  some    large    editions  have  been 
printed  by  the  Society. 

In  several  of  the  dialects  of  Africa,  a  satis-    J 
factory  commencement  has  been  made; — for  J 
the  Namacquas,  the  Sechuanas,  and  the  Caf-  K 
fres  of  the  South — for  the  Bulloms  and  Man-  ■ 
dingos  of  the  Western  Coast — and  for   the  W 
Berbers  of  the  Atlantic  Range.     The  ancient 
Church  of  Abyssinia  has  been  supplied  with  | 
an  edition  of  the  Ethiopic  Psalter  and   Go- 
spels ;  and  the  Providential  acquisition  of  the    i 
Version  of  the  entire  Scriptures  in  the  Am-  ,  j 
haric,  or  Vulgar  Dialect  of  a  part  of  Abyssinia,  .1 
has  enabled  the  Society  to  print,  under  the  I 
editorial  care  of  T.  P.  Piatt,  Esq.,  successive 
editions  of  the  New  Testament,  Psalter,  and 
Pentateuch,  and  recently  of  the  whole  Old' 
Testament,  which  are  likely  to  prove  thj 
source  of  invaluable  blessings  to  this  interesting  ||

Christian  community.  For  the  people  of 
Egypt,  too,  the  Psalter  and  Gospels  have  been 
printed  in  Coptic  and  Arabic. 

Throughout  the  British  Colonies  of  Austra- 
lia, the  West  Indies,  and  the  Canadas,  every 
demand  has  been  met;  and  the  Scriptures 
have  been  circulated  to  a  considerable  extent, 
by  means  of  the  numerous  Auxiliary  Societies 
established  in  these  dependencies. 

But  there  is  one  great  system  of  the  Society 
which  remains  to  be  noticed.  Apart  from  the 
operation  of  Auxiliary  and  Branch  Societies, 
which  have  proved  so  effective,  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  establish  several  distinct 
Foreign  Agencies,  which  have  succeeded,  be- 
yond all  expectation,  in  promoting  the  great 
work  of  Bible  distribution;  and  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  the  operations  of  the  So- 
ciety can  ever  be  carried  into  full  effect  with- 
out the  multiplication  of  such  Agencies. 

At  Paris,  such  an  Agency  was  absolutely 
required,  from  the  limited  character  of  the 
Protestant  Bible  Society,  which  left  the  Ro- 
man-Catholic population  of  France  wholly 
unprovided  for.  Professor  Kieffer  had  put 
into  circulation,  prior  to  March  1833,  no  fewer 
than  730,650  copies  of  the  Scriptures;  and, 
under  the  superintendence  of  M.  De  Pressense, 
there  have  been  issued,  in  seven  years  only, 
from  the  Paris  Depot,  666,051  copies  of  the 
Bible  or  New  Testament;  giving  a  result 
which  could  not  have  been  obtained  by  any 
other  means.  "  These  distributions,"  M.  De 
Pressense  writes,  "  have  been  abundantly 
blessed  of  the  Lord ;  and  have  given  rise  to 
circumstances  altogether  novel  in  our  country, 
which  cannot  fail  to  be  attended  with  results 
of  the  highest  consequence,  as  regards  a  reli- 
gious awakening  among  its  inhabitants." 

Within  the  last  few  years,  however,  M. 
De  Pressense  has  been  authorised  to  employ 
a  number  of  Colporteurs,  with  a  view  to  spread 
the  Sacred  Volume  more  generally  throughout 
the  86  Departments  of  the  Empire.  This 
resolution  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant ever  adopted  in  favour  of  France,  and 
promises  to  be  followed  with  great  and  striking 
benefits.  In  the  course  of  a  very  short  time, 
these  pious,  unassuming,  and  devoted  men 
have  sold  no  less  than  356,508  copies. 

At  Frankfort,  a  similar  Agency  was  ren- 
dered necessary,  partly  from  the  reluctance  of 
several  Continental  Societies  to  circulate  the 
Bible  without  the  Apocrypha,  partly  to  secure 
the  Society's  editions  from  every  thing  in  the 
shape  of  note,  preface,  or  comment,  and  further 
to  conduct  the  printing  of  the  Scriptures  with 
the  greatest  economy  and  fidelity.  Under  the 
care  of  its  old  friend,  Dr.  Pinkerton,  the  issues 
from  the  year  1830  to  the  present  time  have 
been  445,474  copies :  and  several  large  editions 
of  the  German  and  other  Scriptures  are 
now  in  the  press. 


In  Belgium,  where  little  had  been  done  for 
its  Roman- Catholic  population,  there  have 
been  sold  76,060  Bibles  and  Testaments, 
through  the  direct  exertions  of  Mr.  Tiddy, 
and  the  Colporteurs  employed  by  him. 
Large  Editions  of  the  Scriptures  in  the 
Flemish  and  French  languages  have  recently 
left  the  press.  Such  has  been  the  desire 
awakened  in  Belgium  to  possess  and  read 
the  Scriptures,  that  Mr.  Tiddy 's  sales  are 
becoming  every  month  more  important,  and 
the  good  effect  of  his  distributions  more  ap- 
parent. 

At  Stockholm,  the  Society  has  availed  itself 
of  the  gratuitous  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott, 
to  form  an  important  Agency  for  Sweden 
and  Finland ;  which  has  already  been  the 
means  of  furnishing  several  large  dioceses,  hi- 
therto destitute,  with  a  supply  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. The  total  issues,  since  the  year  1832, 
have  been  124,974  Bibles  and  Testaments. 

In  Spain  and  Portugal,  an  entrance  has  at 
length  been  obtained  for  the  word  of  God. 
The  Society  has  availed  itself  of  the  services 
of  two  friends  in  Spain  for  the  sale  of  the 
Scriptures :  and,  within  the  last  five  years, 
nearly  14,000  copies  have  been  distributed, 
principally  by  sale. — Although,  from  the 
course  of  events  in  that  unhappy  land,  the 
good  work  has  been  interrupted  for  a  time, 
yet  there  is  reason  to  rejoice  that  the  Sa- 
cred Volume  has  gone  forth,  and  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  many  who  did  not  know  that 
there  was  such  a  book. 

For  the  long-neglected  countries  of  Greece 
and  Turkey,  where  so  many  Christian 
Churches  once  flourished,  Agents  have  also 
been  employed,  from  the  want  of  every  other 
facility  for  the  circulation  of  the  Sacred  Vo- 
lume. From  the  Depots  of  Smyrna  and 
Athens  a  goodly  number  of  copies  have  been 
scattered  over  those  countries,  chiefly  in 
Modern  Greek,  amounting,  in  the  last  year, 
to  more  than  24,000  entire  copies  or  portions 
of  the  Scriptures.  Under  the  superinten- 
dence of  its  valuable  Agent,  the  Rev.  H.  D. 
Leeves,  assisted  by  Professor  Bambas,  a  na- 
tive of  Greece,  the  Society  has  obtained  the 
Translation  of  the  Old  Testament  in  this  lan- 
guage, the  first  ever  given  to  the  public ;  and  it 
cannot  fail  of  being  attended  with  the  most 
important  consequences  to  the  Eastern  Church. 
An  improved  translation  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment has  also  been  prepared,  more  conforma- 
ble to  the  idiom  of  the  Modern  Greek  than 
the  one  so  long  in  use,  of  which  an  edition  of 
10,000  copies  is  ordered  to  be  printed  at 
Athens. 

In  the  West  Indies,  the  Rev.  James  Thom- 
son and  Mr.  Wheeler  have  most  effectively  fol- 
lowed up  that  noble  act  of  British  benevo- 
lence, which  provided  102,904  New  Testa- 
ments and  Psalms  for  the  Negro  Population 
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of  our  Colonies.  Numerous  Bible  Associa- 
tions have  been  formed  in  most  of  the  Islands ; 
and  large  demands  have,  in  consequence,  been 
made  for  Bibles  and  Testaments  at  cost 
price. 

At  Calcutta,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hseberlin  have  been  engaged,  with  a  view  to 
a  general  superintendence  of  the  Society's 
operations  in  the  Bengal  Presidency.  His 
attention  is  directed  to  various  important 
arrangements  with  respect  both  to  the  print- 
ing and  circulating  of  the  Scriptures :  the 
demand  for  which,  amidst  the  numerous 
tribes  of  British  India,  is  increasing  every 
day. 

With  a  view  to  the  better  promotion  of 
the  Society's  objects  in  British  North  Ame- 
rica, the  Rev.  James  Thomson  has  been 
authorised  to  make  a  special  visitation  of  the 
Auxiliaries  and  Branches  in  the  Four  Pro- 
vinces. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  little  yet  has  been 
effected  for  the  vast  continent  of  South  Ame- 
rica, for  the  Mexican  States,  and  some  other 
countries.  Yet  some  attempts  have  been 
made,  which  have  partially  succeeded. 

It  only  remains  to  bear  honourable  testi- 
mony to  the  United  States  of  North  America, 
which  have  nobly  followed  the  example  of  the 
Father  Land.  At  New  York,  the  American 
Bible  Society,  with  nearly  1000  Auxiliaries, 
and  a  still  greater  number  of  Associations, 
is  in  active  operation ;  and  at  Philadelphia,  a 
similar  Institution,  with  various  Branches, 
successfully  prosecutes  the  same  object;  and 
their  united  issues  amount  to  2,721,274  copies 
of  the  Bible  or  New  Testament.  They  have 
also  afforded  considerable  pecuniary  assistance 
to  Foreign  Societies  and  Foreign  Missionaries; 
and  they  are  endeavouring,  according  to  their 
means,  to  furnish  every  family  within  the 
States  with  a  copy  of  the  Sacred  Volume. 

Such  is  a  brief,  but,  necessarily,  a  very  im- 
perfect sketch  of  the  Plan  and  Operations  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  Who 
that  thinks  of  the  wide- spread  influence  which 
it  has  obtained,  or  of  the  Twenty  Millions 
of  copies  of  the  Scriptures,  in  158  Versions, 
which  it  has  been  the  means  of  putting  forth, 


but  must  exclaim,  with  surprise  and  gratitude, 
"  What  hath  God  wrought ! "  Yet  who  can 
read  the  accounts  which  have  been  given  of 
many  towns  and  districts  in  our  own  land  — or 
carry  his  thoughts  to  the  destitute  condition 
of  millions  in  Pagan  or  Mahometan  countries 
— without  feeling  that  we  are  only  at  the 
threshold  of  the  work  !  And  even  in  many 
countries  nominally  Christian,  the  great  mass 
of  the  people  are  but  just  beginning  to  learn 
that  there  is  such  a  book  as  the  Bible  !  If  it 
was  originally  necessary  to  form  such  a  So- 
ciety, it  has  become  doubly  imperative  to  per- 
petuate its  labours,  and  to  extend  them,  if 
we  would  realize  the  expectations  that  have 
been  raised,  and  faithfully  discharge  that 
trust,  which,  in  the  good  providence  of  God, 
devolves  upon  us.  Christian  Ministers  at 
home,  and  Christian  Missionaries  abroad,  are 
looking  to  it  for  supplies;  and  all  who  are 
engaged  in  the  work  of  Education  rest  their 
hopes  upon  it,  as  the  means  of  affording  re- 
ligious instruction  to  the  young  ; — and  shall 
they  ask  in  vain?  Never  were  there  such 
openings  for  the  introduction  of  the  Scriptures, 
in  every  part  of  the  world.  Never  did  the 
Society  stand  in  greater  need  of  the  increased 
exertions  of  its  friends  than  at  the  present 
time,  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  high  and 
sacred  purposes.  I  n  the  emphatic  language 
of  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  it  may  still  be 
said,  that  "  India,  with  its  134  millions,  waits 
for  our  labours."  The  extraordinary  open- 
ings for  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  in 
France  and  Belgium  require  a  corresponding 
effort,  and  will  involve  a  large  expenditure. 
And  in  other  countries  a  wide  and  effectual 
door  has  been  opened  for  the  entrance  of  the 
word  of  life,  which  may  become,  too  soon, 
either  partially  or  entirely  closed.  "Who, 
then,  can  think  of  the  past  labours  or  present 
prospects  of  the  Society,  and  at  the  same  time 
remember  his  own  fleeting  opportunities  for 
usefulness,  without  hearing  the  divine  injunc- 
tion, which  says — "  Whatsoever  thine  hand 
findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might."  "  Work 
while  it  is  called  to-day :  the  night  cometh, 
wherein  no  man  can  work."

Tenements ;  for  which  Legacy  the  Receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Institution 
shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  my  Executors. 

Bequests  for  charitable  or  benevolent  purposes  (in  England  only)  of  lands  or  tenements,  or  of  money  to  be  laid 


out  in  the  purchase  thereof,  or  charged  on,  or  otherwise  affecting  lands  or  tenements,  or  of  money  secured  on  mort- 
gage of  lands  or  tenements,  are  void  ; 
descriptions,  may  be  so  bequeathed.

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J.  our  Committee  are  happy  to  meet  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society  on  the  close  of  another 
year — a  year  that  presents  a  retrospect  not 
indeed  perfectly  cloudless,  but  yet  yielding 
most  abundant  matter  for  gratitude  and 
praise.  No  former  year  in  the  Society's 
history  has  witnessed  so  great  an  amount  of 
revenue :  in  no  former  year  has  there  ever 
been  made  by  it  so  large  a  distribution. 

France. — From  the  Society's  depot  at 
Paris  there  have  been  issued  during  the 
year  137,097  copies  of  the  Scriptures;  being 
15,685  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

It  appears,  that  in  a  period  of  seven  years, 
M.  De  Pressense,  as  the  Society's  Agent, 
has  been  permitted  to  bring  into  circulation 
666,051  copies. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  of  distribution, 
in  the  past  as  well  as  former  years,  has  been 
carried  on  by  means  of  colporteurs:  seventy- 
two  of  these  humble,  yet  valuable  labourers 
have  been  more  or  less  employed  for  your 
Society  during  the  year.  On  their  account 
alone  there  have  been  issued  from  the  depot 
at  Paris,  between  April  1,  1839,  and  April  1, 
1840,  97,994  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures; 
and  these  have  been  dispersed  in  forty-nine 
departments. 

The  correspondence  of  your  Agent  during 
the  year  has  also  presented,  from  time  to 
time,  much  that  is  interesting  respecting 
the  labours,  the  trials,  and  successes  of  the 
colporteurs. 

The  French  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
have  renewed  their  application  for  aid  in 
carrying  on  their  important  operations :  and 
your  Committee  have  felt  it  their  duty  to 
encourage  them,  by  a  further  grant  of  500/. 

Messrs.  Courtois  of  Toulouse  have  re- 
ceived a  further  supply  of  1000  Testaments, 
to  assist  them  in  their  zealous  and  disinte- 
rested efforts  to  disseminate  Divine  Truth. 

Germany. — Dr.  Pinkerton  has  been  en- 
abled unremittingly  to  pursue  his  labours 
during  the  past  year,  and  that  with  increased 
success.  His  issues  have  amounted  to 
55,442  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  being 
7092  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
He  has  made  three  journeys  for  the  Society 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  one  of  them  of 
considerable  extent.     He  writes  : — 

"It  is  truly  gratifying  to  know,  that  11,298 
copies  of  the  above  number  have  been  circulated 
in  a  far-distant  Protestant  land,  in  the  east  of 
Europe,  which  has  long  been  deprived  of  season- 
able supplies  of  copies  of  the  divine  word  for  its 
churches,  families,  and  schools;  and  where  many 


times  ten  thousand  copies  will  still  be  required, 
before  even  the  most  pressing  wants  are  relieved ; 
6397  copies  of  our  issues  have  been  distributed, 
mostly  at  half  cost  price,  among  the  poor  of 
the  kingdom  of  Hanover,  where  the  Bible  Cause 
seems  of  late  to  be  gaining  more  strength.  Prus- 
sia also  continues  to  receive  a  large  share  of  our 
issues,  for  13,904  copies  of  the  above  sum  total 
of  our  issues  have  been  sent  into  different  parts 
of  that  kingdom :  indeed,  there  is  no  country  in 
Germany  in  which  such  an  extensive  diffusion  of 
the  Scriptures  has  taken  place  as  in  Prussia ;  and 
no  kingdom  in  which,  of  late  years,  such  a  decided 
awakening  to  a  just  sense  of  the  importance  of 
true  Christianity  to  the  happiness  of  the  people 
at  large  has  been  manifested.  Saxony  has  re- 
ceived 2815  copies. 

Dr.  Pinkerton,  during  the  last  summer, 
went  into  different  parts  of  Baden,  the  Pa- 
latinate, Nassau,  Prussia,  Mecklenburg, 
Saxony,  Hanover,  and  Hesse  Cassel,  inclu- 
ding Strasburg  and  Hamburg;  in  the  course 
of  which  he  was  absent  about  ten  weeks, 
and  travelled  about  1800  miles. 

In  his  first  journey,  he  visited  Darmstadt, 
Heidleberg,  Baden,  Strasburg,  Speyer, 
Manheim,  Mainz,  and  several  other  places. 

His  second  journey  extended  as  far  as 
Hamburg;  and  at  many  places  in  the 
course  of  this  journey  he  had  frequent  con- 
firmation of  the  difficulty,  not  to  say  im- 
practicability, of  employing  to  any  extent 
the  system  of  eolportage,  in  the  countries 
through  which  he  passed:  he  had  also  to 
lament  over  the  wide-spread  and  still  pow- 
erful prejudice  existing  against  the  use  of 
Bibles  without  the  Apocrypha. 

In  this  journey  Dr.  Pinkerton  visited 
Dresden.  The  Saxon  Bible  Society  begged 
for  a  fresh  grant  of  500  Testaments.  The 
Ladies'  Bible  Society  here  manifests  great 
zeal,  and  their  distributions  are  considerable. 
Their  President,  Baroness  Von  Kirchbach, 
solicited  and  obtained  a  large  grant  of  400 
Bibles  and  150  Testaments,  including  some 
Wendish.  Former  grants  had  all  been 
regularly  accounted  for. 

He  found  the  Hanoverian  Bible  Society 
increasing  in  activity;  and  after  receiving 
the  proceeds  of  a  former  gaant,  he  had  the 
pleasure  of  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Soci- 
ety 1000  Pocket  Testaments,  to  which  have 
since  been  added  2000  more.  He  was  here 
informed  of  the  following  little  incidents : — 

"  A  young  woman  sent  to  them  a  louis-d'or, 
which  she  had,  by  little  and  little,  saved  from 
her  earnings  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  front 
tooth  put  in ;  but  on  reading  the  interesting  ac- 
counts given  in  the  Report  of  the  efforts  making 
to  spread  the  Bible  over  the  whole  world,  she 
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resolved  to  devote  the  money  to  aid  the  blessed 
cause.  And  a  number  of  peasantry,  on  reading  the 
speech  of  a  Welshman  respecting  the  rivulet  run- 
ning to  swell  the  brook,  the  brook  to  the  livers, 
and  the  rivers  to  the  sea,  were  so  animated  in 
favour  of  the  cause,  that  they  prevailed  on  up- 
wards of  two  thousand  of  their  neighbours  to  give 
their  mites  to  aid  the  work;  anil  requested  a 
supply  of  300  Bibles  to  put  into  the  hands  of 
such  as  were  destitute  of  the  Scriptures  among 
themselves." 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  journey,  which 
proved  a  long  one,  Dr.  Pinkerton  thus 
writes: — 

"  Under  the  Divine  protection  I  reached  home 
yesterday  evening,  and,  blessed  be  God,  in  a  better 
state  of  health  than  when  I  set  out,  six  weeks 
and  two  days  ago.  I  humbly  hope  this  tour,  of 
nearly  1200  English  miles,  has  not  been  in  vain. 
Many  of  our  most  important  stations  have  been 
visited,  and  a  great  impulse  given  to  the  work. 
Above  5000  copies  of  the  Scriptures  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  our  correspondents,  from 
whom  I  have  obtained  upwards  of  100Z.  sterling." 

Dr.  Pinkerton's  third  journey  was  along 
the  lower  banks  of  the  Rhine,  to  Diisseldorf, 
Elberfeld,  Bonn,  Neuvvied,  Coblentz,  and 
some  smaller  places.  He  gives  the  following 
pleasant  account  of  his  correspondent  at 
,  the  first  place  that  he  visited: — 

"  In   I   saw    our  correspondent,    a 

humble  pious  shoemaker,  who  from  time  to  time 
receives  a  dozen  Bibles  for  circulation  among 
the  people,  and  in  this  way  has  already  supplied 
many  a  family  with   the  precious  word  of  God. 

Another  person  of had  also  had  copies 

from  us  ;  but  made  so  little  progress  in  their  dis- 
tribution, that  he  at  last  delivered  over  the  re- 
mainder to  the  shoemaker,  who,  it  seems,  knows 
better  how  to  dispose  of  them." 

Switzerland. — The  Evangelical  Society 
at  Geneva,  when  applying  for  further  aid 
towards  carrying  on  their  system  of  col- 
portage,  write: — 

"  Instead  of  26  colporteurs,  the  number  hitherto 
usually  employed  by  our  Society,  the  Lord  has 
sent  us  this  year  more  than  50  ;  who  have  come 
to  us  either  from  France,  or  from  the  French  part 
of  Switzerland." 

The  Basle  Bible  Society  has  issued 
during  the  year,  according  to  its  last  report, 
2072  Bibles,  and  3456  Testaments,  in  dif- 
ferent languages  and  editions,  making  the 
grand  total  ofits  issues  199,606  copies. 

Belgium. — The  labours  of  your  Agent, 
Mr.  Tiddy,  and  of  bis  zealous  colporteurs, 
have  been  industriously  continued,  in  the 
midst  of  many  discouragements  and  much 
opposition.  His  issues  have  not  been  so 
large  as  those  of  the  preceding  year,  yet 
they  have  amounted  to  18,366  copies  :  and 
when  your  Committee  take  into  account  the 
circumstances  of  the  country,  the  sales 
which  had  been  previously  effected,  and  the 
impediments  which  are  thrown  in  the  way  at 
every  step,  they  cannot  but  express  their 
surprise  and  pleasure  that  so  much  has  been 
done ;  nor  can  they  reflect  without  much 
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gratitude  on  the  fact,  that  in  the  five  years 
during  which  this  agency  has  existed,  there 
have  been  distributed  in  Belgium  above 
76,000  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

There  have  been  printed  at  Brussels 
during  the  year,  25,000  Flemish  Testa- 
ments, and  10,000  French. 

The  subjoined  testimony  to  the  character 
and  usefulness  of  the  colporteurs  employed 
by  Mr.  Tiddy  is  from  the  pen  of  a  respectable 
English  Clergyman,  who  went  over  to  Bel- 
gium that  he  might  see  and  judge  for 
himself: — 

"  I  do  not  know  when  I  have  been  more  grati- 
fied than  on  seeing  such  blessed  results  from  our 
Society  in  Belgium,  which  is  the  very  seat  of 
Popery.  I  am  sure  the  greatest  enemy  of  our 
Society,  if  a  Christian,  would  rejoice  in  what  has 
been  done,  and  is  doing,  in  Belgium." 

Russia. — The  friends  at  St.  Petersburgh, 
who,  formed  into  an  agency,  assiduously  pro- 
mote the  objects  of  the  Society,  have  issued, 
during  the  year,  9498  copies  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, of  which  1648  have  been  at  the 
expense  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 

To  the  agency  at  St.  Petersburgh  have 
been  sent  510  copies  in  German,  Hebrew, 
French,  and  English ;  besides  200  Hebrew 
Bibles  for  Mr.  Melville  at  Odessa,  for  the 
use  of  the  Jews  in  the  South  of  Russia. 

Dr.  Friedlander  of  Dorp  at  has  received  a 
grant  of  124  Bibles  and  348  Testaments,  in 
German,  English,  French,  Polish,  &  Hebrew. 

The  printing  of  the  Mongolian  Old 
Testament  at  Kiiodon,  by  the  Missionaries 
in  Siberia,  is  advancing. 

Sweden.  —  The  Agency  at  Stockholm 
write : — 

"It  appears  that  50D0  Bibles  and  12,500  New 
Testaments  in  the  Swedish  Language  have  been 
printed  during  the  past  vear. 

«  During  the  year  1839,  7478  Bibles  and  13,282 
Testaments,  or  together  20,760  copies,  have  been 
issued.  *  *  *  With  the  sole  exception 
of  1837,  the  last  year  exhibits  the  largest  issue 
ever  made  from  your  depot  here.       *       *       * 

"  The  issues  here,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
Stockholm  Agency,  amount  to  33,298  Bibles  and 
91,676  Testaments,  or  together  124,974  copies. 

"  On  looking  at  the  account,  it  appears  that 
2313  Bibles  and  1278  Testaments  have  been 
distributed  by  the  labours  of  colporteurs,  for  which 
about  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  price  has  been 
received. 

The  Swedish  Bible  Society  has  issued 
during  the  year  25,000  copies ;  and  since  its 
formation,  502,437. 

Norway. — The  Agency  in  Christiania 
continue  to  scatter  abroad  the  good  seed  of 
the  word  of  God.  During  the  year,  great 
distress  had  been  experienced  in  some  parts 
of  the  country ;  yet  there  had  been  issued 
from  the  depot,  under  the  inspection  of  the 
Agency,  449  Bibles  and  1311  Testaments. 
The  printing  of  a  new  edition  of  5000  copies 
of  the  Norwegian  New  Testament  has  been 
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completed  at  Christiania  ;  and  an  edition  of 
the  entire  New  Testament  in  the  Lapland 
Language  is  passing  through  the  press. 

The  Agencies  at  Christian  sand,  Dron- 
theim,  and  Stavanger,  are  successfully  pro- 
ceeding. 

Denmark. — The  Kev.  Mr.  Rontgen,  of 
Christian sfeldt,  has  distributed  during  the 
year  549  Bibles  and  Testaments,  and  soli- 
cited 50  Norwegian  Bibles  and  500  Testa- 
ments, and  200  German  Testaments,  which 
have  been  cheerfully  granted. 

The  translation  of  several  Books  of  the 
Old  Testament  in  the  Language  of  Green- 
land is  carrying  forward  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kragh,  the  printing  of  which  will  be  aided 
by  your  Society. 

Prussia. — To  supply  the  Prussian  Army, 
3400  Testaments  have  been  furnished  to 
Mr.  Eisner  during  the  year,  on  the  same 
terms  as  before.  In  nine  years,  upward  of 
150,000  copies  have  been  thus  disposed  of. 

The  Twenty-fourth  Report  of  the  Cen- 
tral Prussian  Bible  Society  states,  that  its 
issues  during  the  year  had  been  43,401 
Bibles  and  9890  Testaments;  and  its  total 
to  that  time  933,040. 

Portugal. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Whiteley  is 
carrying  forward  the  revised  edition  of  the 
Protestant  Version  of  Almeida,  in  Portu- 
guese :  the  Four  Gospels  are  already  printed. 

Spain. — This  unhappy  country,  bleeding 
at  every  pore,  under  the  unnatural  struggle 
in  which  it  has  been  so  long  engaged,  has 
added  to  its  other  calamities,  and  to  its  re- 
sponsibility, the  almost  total  suppression  of 
all  efforts  to  circulate  within  its  borders 
the  precious  word  of  God.  Nearly  14,000 
copies  of  the  Scriptures  have  been  brought 
into  circulation  in  Spain  within  the  last  five 
years. 

To  the  Society's  depot  at  Malta  there 
have  been  forwarded  supplies  in  the  follow- 
ing languages  :  —  Hebrew,  Italian,  French, 
German,  Arabic,  Modern  Greek,  Coptic, 
Amharic,  and  English  ;  in  all,  6882  copies. 

Greece. — The  Rev.  H.  D.  Leeves  gives 
the  following  gratifying  account  of  the 
result  of  his  endeavours  to  circulate  the 
Holy  Scriptures  in  Greece,  during  the  past 
year : — 

You  will  observe,  by  the  account  I  herewith 
inclose,  that  the  total  amount  of  volumes  issued 
is  19,068;  and  that  of  Greek  Scriptures  alone, 
16,742;  the  former  cipher  exceeding  by  above 
a  thousand,  and  the  latter  by  several  hundreds, 
the  corresponding  ones  of  the  year  1838.  Our 
books  have,  as  formerly,  gone  through  the  land 
in  various  directions,  visiting  towns  and  villages, 
schools*  and  families,  doing  their  work  of  silent 
Apostles,  'through  evil  report  and  good  report.' 
Some  few  have,  no  doubt,  in  different  places  been 
committed  to  the  flames,  and,  like  martyrs,  have 
borne  testimony  in  favour  of  the  Truth,  and  against 
the  bigotry  of  their  persecutors  ;  but  we  need  not 
fear  the  final  result  of  such  measures,  especially 


in  a  country  where  a  good  degree  of  freedom 
exists,  as  in  Greece,  and  where  knowledge  is  rapidly 
on  the  increase.  The  greater  part  of  these  copies 
have  gone  forth  directly  from  the  capital,  whither 
numbers  of  people  from  the  provinces  are  con- 
tinually coming.  I  have  myself  circulated  a  few 
in  Negropont ;  and  my  young  man,  Soterios  Berios, 
has  been  travelling  for  about  three  months  in  the 
Peloponnesus,  chiefly  in  the  interior  mountainous 
parts  of  it,  where  he  distributed  about  1200  copies. 
He  found  everywhere,  he  says,  the  minds  of  the 
people  diligently  prepared  by  the  adversaries 
against  our  books. 

Mr.  Leeves  mentions  the  following  grati- 
fying and  encouraging  fact : — In  the  three 
Missionary  Schools  of  Athens,  Syra,  and 
Crete,  1500  Greek  Children  are  brought 
under  the  influence  of  the  word  of  God  ; 
all  the  books  used  for  this  purpose  being- 
supplied  by  your  Society's  bounty. 

The  following  editions  of  the  Scriptures 
have  been,  during  the  year,  printed  in  this 
country  for  the  use  of  Greece  : 
5050  Pentateuchs. 
5059  Prophets, 

5000  Old  Testaments  complete  ; 
besides  which,  an  edition  of  10,000  Testaments  is 
carrying  through  the  Press  at  Athens. 

The  publication  of  the  Old  Testament  in 
Modern  Greek,  for  the  first  time,  in  a  com- 
plete form,  is  a  circumstance  in  which  your 
Committee  see  great  cause  to  rejoice. 

There  have  also  been  forwarded  to  Mr. 
Leeves  the  following  supplies,  in  different 
languages  : 

2000  Modern-Greek  Pentateuchs, 
2000  ditto  Historical  Books, 

2000  ditto  Psalms, 

25  Ancient-Greek  Testaments, 
120  Italian  Bibles, 
100  English  ditto, 
100  ditto  Testaments. 

Mr.  Barker,  the  Society's  Agent  at 
Smyrna,  gives  an  account  of  the  distribution 
of  5101  copies  of  the  Scriptures  during  the 
year,  in  various  languages.  The  amount 
realized,  for  copies  sold,  is  468/.  8s.  4d. 

The  circulation  of  the  Wallachian  New 
Testament  is  going  forward  in  an  encou- 
raging manner. 

Mr.  Poyenar,  Director  of  the  Govern- 
ment Schools  in  Wallachia,  to  whom  1000 
copies  had  been  entrusted,  has  since  applied 
for  and  received  500  more. 

The  Bulgarian  New  Testament  has 
lately  been  completed  at  Smyrna  ;  and  a 
new  edition  of  2000  copies  of  the  Jvdjeo- 
Spanish  Testament  has  been  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

There  have  been  forwarded  to  Mr.  Barker, 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  1950  copies  of  the 
Scriptures  in  various  languages  —  Hebrew, 
Arabic,  Armenian,  and  Modern  Greek. 

Your  Committee  have  had  repeated  in- 
terviews with  Mr.  Assaad  Y.  Kayat,  the 
interesting  Syrian,  who  has  been  spending 
some  time  in  this  country.     On  his  return 
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to  his  native  land,  your  Committee  had 
much  pleasure  in  placing  at  his  disposal, 
1000  Arabic  Psalters,  500  Arabic  Testa- 
ments, and  300  Arabic  Bibles,  also  100 
Hebrew  Bibles,  and  50  Syriac  Testaments, 
to  encourage  him  in  the  efforts  which  he 
proposes  to  make  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of 
a  part  of  the  earth  for  which,  your  Com- 
mittee lament,  they  have  hitherto  been 
able  to  do  but  little. 

Calcutta. — Your  Committee  have  much 
pleasure  in  stating,  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hee- 
berlin,  whose  appointment  as  Agent  of  this 
Society  was  referred  to  in  the  last  two  Re- 
ports, has  arrived  safe  at  Calcutta,  having 
touched  at  Bombay  and  Madras  on  his  route. 
The  detention  of  Dr.  H.  in  this  country 
enabled  him  to  complete  one  of  the  two 
works  on  which  he  was  here  engaged,  the 
edition  of  the  New  Testament  in  English 
and  Bengalee  :  the  other  work,  the  Persian 
Pentateuch,  is  bringing  to  a  close,  under 
the  kind  superintendence  of  Archdeacon 
Robinson  himself,  whose  translation  it  is. 

The  issues  from  the  Calcutta  Depository 
from  December  1,  1837,  to  October  31, 
1839,  amounted  to  20,628  copies.  There 
are  now  26  local  depositories  in  different 
parts  of  the  Presidency.  The  following 
gratifying  statement  is  taken  from  the  Re- 
port of  the  Calcutta  Bible  Association  : — 

"  Daring  the  past  year,  the  number  of  copies 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures  distributed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation is  3566 ;  which  added  to  50,375  copies 
distributed  in  former  years,  make  a  total  of  53,94 1 
copies  disposed  of  by  the  Association  since  its 
formation. 

5000  English  and  Bengalee  Testaments 
printed  in  this  country  have  been  forward- 
ed to  Calcutta.  When  Dr.  Hseberlin  left 
London,  he  took  with  him  authority  for  the 
Calcutta  Committee  to  draw  on  the  Parent 
Society  for  the  sum  of  1000/.,  as  it  may 
be  required  ;  whilst  an  additional  grant  was 
made  of  1000  reams  of  printing  paper,  and 
of  binding  materials  to  the  value  of  100/. — 
300  Bibles  and  Testaments  in  German  and 
Swedish  have  also  been  sent  to  Calcutta. 

Madras. — From  the  Eighteenth  Report 
of  the  Madras  Auxiliary  Society  it  appears 
that  there  had  been  issued  during  the  year, 
in  the  Tamul  Language,  36,303  integral 
portions  of  the  word  of  God. 

The  issues  in  Canarese,  including  those 
in  two  years  from  Bellary,  had  been  3338, 
and  in  Malayalim  513. 

The  whole  number  issued  by  the  Madras 
Auxiliary  during  the  year  was  42,429. 

From  the  Nineteenth  Report  of  the 
Madras  Auxiliary,  it  appears  there  have 
issued  from  the  press,  during  the  year,  in 
the  five  principal  languages  spoken  in 
Southern  India,  156,300  copies  of  integral 
portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments ; 


and  during  the  same  period,  and  in  the  same 
languages,  there  have  been  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Society's  Agents,  50,330 
copies,  besides  English  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments to  the  number  of  1496. 

A  further  grant  of  2000  English  Bibles, 
and  1000  reams  of  paper,  has  been  made 
to  the  Madras  Auxiliary. 

Bombay.  —  Interesting  communications 
have  been  received  from  the  Auxiliary  So- 
ciety at  Bombay.  One  result  of  Dr. 
Hseberlin's  visit  was  an  application  to  the 
Parent  Society  for  a  large  supply  of  Scrip- 
tures in  the  English,  Arabic,  Hebrew, 
Turkish,  Portuguese,  Modern  Armenian, 
and  Persian,  to  be  sent  from  this  country  ; 
and  also  for  a  considerable  number  of  por- 
tions of  the  Scriptures  in  Urdu,  Hindui, 
and  Romanized  Urdu,  to  be  sent  from  Cal- 
cutta ;  together  with  a  further  request  for 
paper,  to  enable  them  to  print  500  copies  of 
the  New  Testament,  and  13,000  portions 
of  the  same,  in  the  Marathi  Language ;  which 
has  been  complied  with.  A  grant  has  also 
been  made  of  1000  reams  of  paper. 

Ceylon. — The  Colombo  Auxiliary  Bible 
Society  has  made  a  remittance  of  50/.  The 
edition  of  2500  Bibles  and  5000  Testa- 
ments, in  Cingalese,  for  the  use  of  schools, 
is  advancing.  A  further  grant  has  been 
made  of  500  reams  of  paper,  together  with 
mill-boards  to  the  value  of  40/.,  towards 
carrying  on  this  work.  The  edition  of  the 
Cotta  Version  of  the  Cingalese  has  also 
proceeded  to  the  end  of  the  Acts. 

The  Jaffna  Society  reports  the  printing, 
during  the  year,  of  5000  copies  of  Genesis, 
and  part  of  Exodus,  in  Tamul,  and  15,000 
of  the  Psalms.  This  active  Auxiliary  has 
printed,  since  1836,  70,000  copies  of  por- 
tions of  the  Scriptures.  15,350  volumes 
have  been  issued  during  the  year.  A 
further  grant  of  500  reams  of  paper  has 
been  made  to  this  Auxiliary. 

From  Malacca,  Singapore,  and  Penang, 
numerous  copies  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures 
are  issuing  in  the  Chinese,  as  well  as  Malay 
Language ;  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Dyer,  of  Malacca,  who  is  now  in 
this  country,  measures  have  been  encou- 
raged, which  it  is  hoped  will  lead  to  a  still 
wider  and  more  systematic  dispersion  of  the 
Chinese  Scriptures. 

The  Singapore  Auxiliary  has  remitted 
the  sum  of  50/.,  and  received  a  supply  of 
Scriptures  in  several  of  the  European  Lan- 
guages, for  the  use  of  vessels  touching  at 
that  port. 

500  Bibles  and  500  Testaments  in  Malay, 
and  100  ditto  in  Roman  characters;  also 
300  Arabic  Bibles,  100  English  Bibles,  and 
200  Testaments,  have  been  sent  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Beighton  of  Penang. 

To   the  New  South-Wales  Auxiliary 
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there  have  been  forwarded 300  Bibles;  and 
a  grant  has  been  made  to  the  South  Aus- 
tralian School  Society  of  50  Bibles  and  150 
Testaments. 

100  Bibles  and  100  Testaments  have 
been  sent  to  Port  Philip,  and  several  smaller 
grants  have  been  made  to  individuals  pro- 
ceeding to  that  part  of  the  world. 

The  Van  Dieman's  Land  Auxiliary,  at 
Hobart  Town,  has  sent  100/.,  and  ordered 
1150  copies  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  in 
English  and  French.  The  Cornwall  Auxi- 
liary has  also  remitted  200/. 

As  the  happy  result  of  Missionary  Enter- 
prise, the  Society  has  been  called  to  aid  in 
translating  and  printing  the  Scriptures  in 
several  of  the  languages  of  the  South  Seas  ; 
4500  copies,  including  1500  of  the  entire 
Bible  in  the  Tahitian  Language,  printed  in 
this  country  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Nott,  have  been  sent  out  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  50  reams  of  paper  have 
been  granted  to  the  London  Missionary 
Society,  for  printing  parts  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament in  the  Rarotonga  Language.  The 
New  Testament,  it  may  be  recollected,  was 
printed  in  this  country  a  few  years  ago. 

A  Memorial  has  lately  been  received  from 
several  Missionaries,  in  which  a  request  is 
made  relative  to  the  Samoan  Dialect,  spoken 
in  the  group  of  islands  called  the  Navigators', 
the  population  of  which  is  stated  to  amount 
to  about  150,000.     They  write— 

It  has  pleased  the  Divine  Head  of  the  Church 
to  bless  with  a  large  measure  of  success  the 
preaching  of  the  word  of  God  in  this  interesting 
group,  so  that  nearly  40,000  people  have  been 
brought  under  Christian  instruction :  several  hun- 
dred have  received  Baptism,  and  above  two  hun- 
dred have  become  members  of  Christian  churches. 
The  number  who  can  read  is  upward  of  20,000. 

The  Committee  had  much  pleasure  in 
voting  500  reams  of  paper,  to  the  care  of 
the  London  Missionary  Society,  for  the 
above  object. 

Your  Committee  have  also  cheerfully 
voted  the  sum  of  250/.  to  the  Church  Mis- 
sionary Society,  towards  expenses  incurred 
in  translating  the  New  Testament  into  the 
language  of  New  Zealand  ;  an  edition  of 
5000  copies  of  which  is  now  printed,  on 
paper  also  supplied  by  this  Society. 

Africa. — The  intelligence  from  Mada- 
gascar continues  of  a  very  gloomy  cha- 
racter. It  appears  that  the  persecution  of 
the  Native  Christians,  by  the  Queen  and  her 
Government,  is  unabated. 

The  interesting  Malagassy  Refugees  now 
in  England  have  requested  that  the  New 
Testament  might  be  printed  for  them  in  a 
smaller  and  more  portable  form  than  that 
at  present  in  use  among  their  countrymen. 
On  their  representation,  the  Committee  had 
much  pleasure  in  ordering  1000  copies  of 
the  New  Testament,  and  1000  Luke  and 
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Acts,  in  the  form  desired. 

The  Rev.  L.  Banks,  of  the  Mauritius, 
has  transmitted  the  sum  of  32/. ;  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Jones  and  Baker  have  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  50  Bibles,  and  200  French 
and  English  Testaments,  for  schools  under 
their  superintendence  in  that  island. 

The  South-African  Auxiliary  Society 
has  remitted  105/.  for  copies  sold,  and  re- 
ceived 300  Dutch  Bibles  and  500  Testa- 
ments. The  Ladies'  Bible  Association  at 
Cape  Town  has  also  remitted  the  sum  of  20/. 
100  Bibles  and  200  Testaments,  Dutch 
and  English,  have  been  granted  to  the  South- 
African  Missionary  Society ;  and  1 00  Bibles 
to  the  G  lasgow-African  Missionary  Society 
for  Missionaries  proceeding  to  South  Africa. 
The  Colonial  Church  Society  has  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  275  Bibles  and  Testaments 
inEnglish  and  Dutch ;  and  some  other  smaller 
grants  have  also  been  sanctioned. 

The  Graham's-Town  Auxiliary  has  re- 
mitted 48/. — 22/.  10s.  being  a  free  contri- 
bution ;  and  received  200  Sunday-School 
Testaments,  and  107  Bibles,  assorted.  And 
80  Bibles  and  150  Testaments  have  been 
granted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Archbell,  of  Gra- 
ham's Town. 

The  Salem  Auxiliary  has  remitted  30/. ; 
and  ordered  nearly  500  copies  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, in  English,  Dutch,  and  German. 

Your  Committee  have  had  sincere  plea- 
sure in  making  the  personal  acquaintance 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moffat,  Missionary  from 
Lattakoo,  whose  labours  in  translating  the 
Scriptures  into  the  Sechuana  Language  were 
referred  to  in  the  Appendix  of  the  last  Re- 
port. He  has  come  over  to  this  country  for 
the  purpose  of  superintending  the  printing 
of  the  New  Testament  in  the  above  language ; 
to  which,  on  his  representation,  is  to  be 
added  an  edition  of  the  Psalms. 

The  Sierra-Leone  Auxiliary  has  remitted 
127/.  6s.  7d.  ;  and  ordered  625  Bibles,  and 
1050  Testaments;  and  has  received  a 
small  grant  of  Spanish,  Italian,  and  Portu- 
guese Bibles. 

250  Bibles  and  Testaments  have  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  My- 
cock,  proceeding  as  a  Missionary  to  Cape 
Coast. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ewald  of  Tunis,  before 
quitting  that  city,  reported  a  further  distri- 
bution of  2719  volumes.  He  has  since  made 
a  remittance  of  60/.  for  books  sold  by  him  ; 
and  received  a  grant  of  600  Hebrew  Bibles, 
and  700  in  different  languages,  for  circula- 
tion in  various  parts  of  Europe. 

The  Honduras  Auxiliary  has  made  a  re- 
mittance of  60/.,  and  received  a  small  sup- 
ply of  books.  Four  dozen  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments have  been  sent  to  the  British  Chap- 
lain at  Bahia. 

North  America. — The  American  Bible 
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Society,  whose  active  and  enlarged  benevo- 
lence is  directed  to  the  wants  of  many 
foreign  countries,  as  well  as  to  the  supply 
of  its  own,  has  been  happily  sustained  by 
augmented  resources,  while  multiplying  its 
operations  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

Its  issues  of  books  during  the  year  were 
1 34,937  copies ;  making  an  aggregate,  since 
the  formation  of  the  Society,  of  2,488,235. 

British  America. — The  appointment  of 
your  Agent,  the  Rev.  James  Thomson,  to 
visit,  on  behalf  of  your  Society,  the  British 
Provinces  of  North  America,  was  referred  to 
in  the  last  Report ;  when  an  account  was 
also  given  of  his  labours  in  Lower  Canada. 
During  the  last  year  his  attention  has  been 
chiefly  directed  to  Upper  Canada,  where 
he  lias  made  an  extensive  tour  of  several 
months. 

Mr.  Thomson  succeeded  in  forming,  at 
different  places,  eight  Bible  Societies  among 
the  sons  of  the  forest ;  many  of  whom  are 
now  brought  to  revere  and  love  that  "  Great 
Spirit"  whom  their  forefathers  ignorantly 
worshipped,  and  to  take  a  lively  part  in 
propagating  His  holy  word. 

Toronto  has  been  visited  by  Mr.  Thom- 
son ;  and  the  Toronto  Bible  Society  has  re- 
mitted, during  the  year,  418/.  A  large 
supply  of  Bibles  and  Testaments,  amounting 
to  5085  copies,  have  been  forwarded  thither, 
with  a  view  to  its  becoming  a  central  depot 
for  the  whole  province. 

Mr.  Thomson  has  visited  several  other 
places,  in  some  of  which  he  held  public 
meetings, mothers  he  had  conferences  with 
Committees  and  Officers  ;  in  all  of  which,  as 
well  as  everywhere  else  throughout  his  ex- 
tensive tour,  he  met  with  the  utmost  kind- 
ness and  hospitality,  from  Ministers  and 
friends  of  different  Religious  Denominations, 
many  of  whose  names  your  Agent  specifies, 
and  to  all  of  whom  your  Committee  feel 
cheerfully  bound  to  offer  the  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments of  the  Society. 

On  the  23d  of  September,  Mr.  Thomson 
left  Toronto  for  Quebec,  taking  Prescott, 
Brockville,  Perth,  and  Bytown,  on  his  way. 
At  these  places  he  found  many  important 
matters  to  adjust,  especially  at  Brockville, 
where  the  Society  has  been  re-organized, 
with  encouraging  prospects  of  increased  har- 
mony and  prosperity. 

At  Quebec,  Mr.  Thomson  attended  the 
public  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary ;  which 
has  remitted  150/.,  and  ordered  260  Bibles 
and  50  Testaments. 

The  Montreal  Auxiliary  is  still  zealously 
employed  in  supplying  every  destitute  family 
in  the  province  with  a  copy  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  From  their  last  Report,  it 
appears  that  several  additional  counties  and 
townships  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 
These  investigations  have  brought  to  light 


numbers  of  families  who  have  been  living 
ten,  twenty,  thirty,  and,  in  some  instances, 
nearly  forty  years,  without  a  copy  of  the 
Scriptures  :  others  never  possessed  the  pre- 
cious treasure.  Several  entries  in  the 
Journal  are  to  this  effect — "  Eight  years 
married,  never  had  a  Bible  " — "  Seven  years 
married ;  lost  three  children  within  six  days ; 
never  had  a  Bible — received  it  with  tears  " 
— "Father  of  six  children ;  owns  a  farm,  but 
never  owned  a  Bible  " — "  Married  twenty- 
two  years ;  never  till  now  possessed  a  Bible." 
In  one  county,  out  of  1469  families,  658 
were  found  destitute  ;  and  in  one  day,  of 
thirty-one  families  visited,  twenty-three 
were  without  the  Scriptures. 

Dec.  24. — "  One  of  the  prisoners  in  the  jail  at 
Three  Rivers,  who  cannot  read,  desired  to  get  a 
Testament  for  his  little  daughter  to  read  to  him. 
The  little  girl  proved  to  me  that  she  could  use  it. 
It  was  of  course  cheerfully  given." 

To  the  depot  at  Montreal  there  have 
been  granted,  during  the  year,  4911  Bibles, 
and  5800  Testaments;  besides  which,  the 
Montreal  Auxiliary  has  ordered  2275  Bi- 
bles, and  4430  Testaments. 

The  New  Brunswick  Auxiliary  has  re- 
mitted the  sum  of  440/.,  one-third  of  which 
is  a  free  contribution ;  and  ordered  680  Bi- 
bles, and  656  Testaments. 

The  Halifax  Auxiliary  has  remitted 
190/.;  and  received  a  grant  of  100  German 
Bibles  and  100  Testaments,  for  emigrants. 

The  Societies  at  Fredericton,  Mira- 
michi,  Pictou,  Prince-Edward's  Island, 
and  Yarmouth,  have  made  remittances, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  262/.  14s.  3d. 

The  Newfoundland  School  Society  has 
remitted  a  further  sum  of  25/.  for  Scriptures 
sold,  and  received  a  small  grant  of  1441 
Bibles  and  1675  Testaments. 

The  Missionaries  of  the  United  Brethren 
have  completed  and  sent  over  a  revised  ver- 
sion of  the  Acts,  the  Epistles,  and  the 
Revelation,  in  the  Esquimaux  Language; 
1000  copies  of  which  have  been  ordered  to  be 
printed. — The  translation  of  the  Five  Books 
of  Moses,  and  three  of  the  Prophets,  has  now 
been  effected  by  the  Missionaries;  and  they 
are  proceeding  with  other  parts  of  the  Old 
Testament  in  Esquimaux.  Genesis  and 
Isaiah  have  already  been  printed. 

West  Indies. —  Mr.  Wheeler,  your 
Agent,  has  been  occupied,  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  in  an  extensive  visita- 
tion of  the  Island  of  Jamaica.  He  has 
been  enabled  to  establish  an  Auxiliary  for 
St.  Dorothy,  and  one  of  Ladies,  at  Kings- 
ton. He  has  also  instituted  17  new  As- 
sociations, besides  assisting  to  revive  others 
which  had  gone  somewhat  into  decay.  Oi;e

ABSTRACT  OF  THE  THIRTY-SIXTH  REPORT,  1840. 


Another  grant  of  1000  Loan  Testaments 
and  Psalms  has  been  made  to  the  Man- 
chester Town  Mission  ;  2000  have  been 
supplied  to  the  Birmingham  Auxiliary  So- 
ciety ;  and  one  or  two  other  large  towns 
have  received  similar  aid. 

Your  Committee  will  now  draw  your 
attention  to  one  of  the  most  important 
measures  of  the  year ;  viz.  the  issuing  of  a 
Bible  and  Testament  at  the  very  reduced 
prices  of  Eighteen-pence  and  Sixpence,  re- 
spectively ;  a  measure  originally  intended 
for  this  country,  but  since  extended  to  the 
Colonies.  To  this  resolution  your  Com- 
mittee were  brought  after  repeated  and 
careful  deliberation  :  the  occasion  of  its 
adoption,  and  the  reasons  which  weighed 
with  your  Committee,  in  taking  such  a  step 
at  the  present  time,  will  be  gathered  from 
the  Circular  given  in  the  Monthly  Extracts. 

On  the  receipt  of  your  Committee's  Cir- 
cular, the  Southward  Auxiliary  proceeded 
to  pass  a  series  of  approbatory  Resolutions  ; 
and  to  follow  these  up  by  prompt  and  ex- 
tensive efforts  to  obtain  special  contributions 
towards  defraying  the  great  loss  to  which, 
by  this  measure,  the  Society  has  become 
exposed.  The  result  of  this  generous  effort 
has  been  808/.  4s.  paid  to  the  funds  of  your 
Society,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  contri- 
butions from  Southwark,  which  have  been 
larger  than  usual. 

May  your  Committee  hope  that  this  noble 
example  of  the  Southwark  Auxiliary  will  be 
followed  in  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,  so 
as  to  sustain  your  Society  in  a  sacrifice,  the 
probable  extent  of  which  is  not  easily  cal- 
culated, but  some  idea  of  which  may  be 
formed  from  the  fact,  that  in  the  three 
months  since  this  measure  has  come  into 
operation  there  have  been  issued  from  your 
Depository  185,218  copies  of  these  cheap- 
ened Bibles  and  Testaments,  on  which  the 
Socisty  suffers  a  loss  of  6970/.  3s.  lOd. 

Two  editions  of  the  Bible  in  the  Welsh 
Language  are  now  passing  through  the  press. 
Your  Committee  gladly  take  this  opportuni- 
ty of  testifying  to  the  continued  activity  of 
their  Welsh  friends,  both  resident  in  the 
Principality  and  out  of  it.  They  feel  bound 
especially  to  notice  the  contributions  made 
the  last  year  by  Welsh  Congregations  in 
Liverpool,  whose  collections  amounted  to  no 
less  a  sum  than  360/.,  as  a  free  contribution. 

The  Society  for  the  Reformation  of  Fe- 
male Convicts  has  received  595  copies  ;  and 
other  benevolent  Institutions,  501.  For 
colliers,  boatmen,  and  seamen,  and  for  work- 
men on  the  railroads,  sundry  grants  have 
been  made,  amounting  to  735  copies.  To 
refugees  from  various  nations,  emigrants,  and 
others,  549.

To  correspondents  in  the  Island  of  Islay 
have  been  granted  300  Gaelic  Bibles  and 
140  English;  and  to  other  correspondents 
in  Scotland,  364. 

The  Hibernian  Bible  Society  has  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  3000  Bibles  and  5000 
Testaments. 

The  London  Hibernian  Society,  whose 
schools  now  amount  to  2221,  in  which  are 
found  1 1 7,122  children,  has  received  during 
the  year  4000  Bibles  and  21,000  Testa- 
ments. 

The  Sunday-School  Society  for  Ireland 
has  remitted  the  sum  of  851/.  13s.  4o?.,  and 
received  6500  Bibles  and  20,000  Testa- 
ments. 

To  the  Irish  Society  of  Dublin  have 
been  granted  1500  Testaments  in  the  Irish 
Language. 


After  alluding  to  some  of  the  peculiar 
difficulties  of  the  times,  the  Report  con- 
cludes : — 

Your  Committee,  humbled,  but  not  dis- 
mayed, turn  from  the  troubled  scene  around 
them,  and  look  up.  "  The  Lord  on  high  is 
mightier  than  the  voice  of  many  waters;  yea, 
than  the  mighty  waves  of  the  sea."  He, 
to  whom  all  power  is  given  in  heaven  and 
in  earth,  "the  Alpha  and  the  Omega,"  "the 
First  and  the  Last,"  will  not  fail  to  execute 

"  His  bright  designs, 

And  work  His  sovereign  will." 

They  would  therefore  hear  and  obey  what 
they  believe  to  be  His  voice,  and  would  know 
no  watchword  but  Onivard,  and  Forward. — 
Towards  such  as  decline  to  unite  with  them, 
or,  having  been  once  united,  now  withdraw 
themselves,  they  would  "  walk  in  love."  To 
those  who  remain — and,  thank  God !  they  are 
yet  a  goodly  host  —  to  the  warm,  the  at- 
tached, the  liberal,  the  devoted  friends  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  your 
Committee  say,  in  conclusion,  "  Finally,  bre- 
thren, farewell :  be  of  good  comfort,  be  of 
one  mind,  live  in  peace  ;  and  the  God  of  love 
and  peace  shall  be  with  you."
